A yeir or lati in Ac^nariva’a aereica aniweted 
Cerrantea'a purpoea.

■ dnrnaaed tbe pnaciplea of dramaturgy, tbe Arch- 

■ Uabop'a chaplain who narrowly eacaped bvmg galled 
by N'eptune at Senile, and other divene clenct. In 
1570 Cervaotca enliatrd in tbe Spanisb army, and waa 
prearnC next year at tbe battle of Lepanto. Nothing 
delighted bun more than to dwell on bit ahare in what 
he calli ' tbe meet important aetico ever fought in all 
Ibe biitory of the eentunea-^past. preaent, and to 
come'. And he had leaeon to be praod of It. Though 
be la modestly aileol on the pomt. we learn from other 
ionreca tbat he waa pereonally congratulated on bis 
conspicuoua gallantry by bu chief, Don John of 
Auatnv Fancy portraits (and there are no authentic 
hkenvaaea oi Cervsaica) often reprceent him aa having 
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be did it timplj lor tbe lebe ot d<uBg it, and beceate 
nature made bun mnrderoodj mcboetl to all tbe race of 
man. One alone fared weQ vitb bim — a Spamab eoldier, 
iomethiag-or'Otber Saaredra bj oame. to whom he bim- 

eelf never gave a blow, nor ordered a biota to bo given, 

nor aaid a hanb vord, though be bad dona deeda which 

will live for tnaaj jeart in the nemory of tbo«e people. 

and att to regain hia liberty: and for the leaat of the men; 

thinga he did we all feared that he would bo impaled, and 

more than once he feared ft bimeelf ; and, if tune only 

allowed, I could sow tell joa aomewbat of that aoldier'a 
deeda which would inteteat and amaie gon far more than 
the relation of my own atory.’ 

Reaching Spam towarda the end ol IhdO, Corvaotei 
found the country overrun with ditcharged toldim 
like himielf. Hie patron. Don John, waa dead. and. 
(n default of auy cthu traployvent, he betook himtell 
to literature- Is IS$3 be brought out tbe Tirat Ran 
of a putoral romance called idt Gelalro. Iv won no 
great (oeeete (n tu day. nor did it deerrre to (ueeeed. 
Proto paatorals are artidoial perforsiaoert at the beat, 
lad there wu nothing anificieJ in tbe naiura of Cer- 
•raotee. Ilia genius ia epontaoeoiu. buoyant, and 
tiueeie, and in Ooforta he eoispela hsmaelf to be 
> rceUained and affectedlylacbiyiiioae. But the book 
waa always a lavouiita with tbe author, andbeia care- 
ful to plare it prominently on the ihelvee ot Don 
Quixote'i library. He followed the lilrraiy mode ol 
tbe hour because his daily bread depended on his pen. 
He must please, or be must starve. Indeed, be would 
hive starved, bad he not written topioualy for the 
'Stage. In his bland Irraucal laahion be recalls that 
hit flays ' were not bitted, nor hooted, nor did any- 
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• one throv pumpkins at tha actors while the pieces 

• were being giren ’• And he rQlmglj or bantenngl^ 
makes beliere tbat he was a snecessfol dramatist for 
a time. These are the retrospectire QlueioQS of 
a brave spirit, deliberately optimistic to the last : the 
fact remains that Cervantes gave np the struggle in 
1587, end was glad to go to Seville to collect stores 
for the Invincible Armada. It teemed clear that there 
Was no place for him in literature:. 

• Hia new work waa squalid and ill-paid, and be 
ptainij accepted it as a last resonrce. After thedefeat 
of the Armada, be rernamed in the public service as 
a taz-eoUsctor i but be disliked the business, and 
vainly applied for empIcymeBt in America. For* 
tunately for his fame, and fortnnately for maohind, 
his petition waa rejected. He remained to levy eootrf* 
butlons with a perfect indiscretion which bronght 
down on him the displeasure of his official anperion, 
and a threat of excommunication from tha clergy. 
HU high-handed, qrer-iealoua proceedings led to his 
imprisonment in 1592, and be was impnsoned again 
at Seville in 1597. owing to his imprudence in entmst- 
ing Treasury funds to a fraodalent agent. As there 
was no charge of bad faith against him, he was speedily 
released ; but he gave the impression of being careless 
or incompetent, snd. as be was unable to make good 

• the deficit, be waa eaabiered. Not a word as to these 
trials ever escapes him, even in hU most expansive 
mood; none. the leu they were mvaluable to the 
future anthor of Uon Qvizelt, 

He waa now fifty years of age, and it was too late 
for bun to make a fresh start in life. He seemed to 
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h&Te no future: M to tha past, be bad tried manv 
things and failed in all— failed ae ■cbooltaaeter, as 
chamberlain, as sokijer, as poet, a* novelist, as play- 
viiight, as coaimittaiy, as tal-gatberev. He had been 
a slave for five years ; he bad been under threat of 
eieommunication ; he bad been at least tmee m 
prison. Katurally no one irisbed to employ a man 
with Inch a biatory. When Cervantei came out of 
Senile Jail in 1S07 he found himself little better than 
, a pariah i in reality, though he bimieU never guessed 
It. he ws* on the threaholdof immortaUty. iny other 
mao might have been enured by an unbroVeo eeriee of 
zniilorttmee, hut the dietingDiehing nciee of Cervaniea's 
character are its celm courage and uswavenog hope- 
fulness— the very qualiUee with ubichhe has endoaed 
'Dob Qnlxute. There m nothing queruJoua in hii 
attitude towards fatet so far from yielding to tha 
fatal fnitlnet of eelf'pity, be eoctamplate* the riotous 
farce of human tetico wiUi an air of interested and 
phUoooplde detacbsiVQt. And be viae now free to 
Indulge hie vein of nbunncal speculation, for be was 
forgotteshy all the world except the Treasury otbcials. 
Unahle to repay the misring money, he was Imprisoned 
b 1S9S and again m 1601-2. But theae btcrruptions 
did not gravely disturb hie reeigned trasqililbty, end 
they even leem to beve stimulsted his creative genius, 
lie deacribea Don (Tuirocs ae a book ‘ full of imaginings 
Of every sort, and foeh ea were never conoeived in any 
other mind. Just what might he begotten in a prison 
where every misery is lodged, and every dismal sound 
hu its abode ' ; and the gwohahllity is that he began 
it bi Senile JaiL There are anmi'takable signs that 
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commoD cense snthout reuoo or ima^netion ; end 
Cerrestei sot onl; ibowe the exeellence end power of 
reuon la Don Qaizote, bat m tNrth him end Sencho the 

ciiicbiefs resulting (rojn e tererence of the two mem 

constituents of tousd intellectael and moral action 

Put him and hia master together, they form a perfect 

Intellect; but they are eepaieUd end without cement; and

Ttmt ' the tetrfiU humour of o ton! <i«epl7 conscious 
of man's ludicrous futility in his relation to hia fellow- 
man ' ; and there is a more intense depth in his melan- 
choly brooding on the absurdities of existence. But 
his spirit of fun. though less stormy than before, it 
unabated, and be haa become an absolute expert m 
his craft, The Sow of the story it no longer inter- 
rupted by the inelerant digresiionj which were censured 
in the First Part ; and yet the xanety of incident is 
greater, the resources of the wiiter'a invention being 
apparently mexhanatible. The numerous new per- 
sonages are finely cooccieed— the Duchess indeed 
achietea the unpoesible m compensating for DorotbeSi 
and the Bachelor Carrasco and Doctor Pedro Rtcio d« 
AgQero eaaily outthine Catdenio and Feniande. There 
are more high tpmts, acre ‘ cataracts of laughter ' m 
the First Part i in the Second there are loftier dirmae 
tions.more Istellectnel force, mote comprehension and 
therefore mote delicate eyapathy. The two central 
characters retain tbeir logKaJ unity, but acquire a pro- 
founder significance. And. in this connezion, I may 
quote from Ur.

The rest was laid out in a aurtout of 6ne black doth, 
a pair of eelvet breetbea for holidaya, with slippers 
of tbe same ; and on week-days be prided himself 
in tbe eery best of hie own bomeepun cloth. His

You must know then, that ibis frentlrman afore* 
asid. at limes when he wat nlle. which wm moat part 
of the year, gare himself up to tbe rrailmg of bMka 
of chiratry, witb lo much attarbnret ami rrUsh. that 
he alinuat forgot all the sporta of tbe firU, and errs 
tbe managrmeot of bts domeatto aflaini asi) biS 
cunositf end extraTagaot toculnrss herein amred to 
that pitch, that he tcild many artea of arable land to 
purchase hooka of knight-errantry, sod tamed home 
all he could lay bands on of that kind. But. among 
them all, none pleased him ao much as those com- 
posed by the famous Fehriaao de Silra : for tbe 
ghrisgafat oi his prose, ssd tits iaUie\ef cd Jus 
style, seennl to him so many pearls ; and rspecialfy 
nuen he came to prnise tboee lore-speeches and 
challenges, n herein m several places he found written : 

' Tbo reason of the uareasooable treatment of mr 
reason enfeebles my reeson m such wise, that with 
reason I complain of your beauty ’ : ' end also when 
he read — ‘The high heaTens that with your dirinity 
dieinely fortify you with the atars, makiiig you men- 
‘ Hiis quolatiOD from Felieiaaoda Silra's Don yferuej 
dr ^i^xea (Valladobd, 1933) bad been prenously tidicnled 
in tbe Carta del BachtUtr dt Artadia al CafUan Salazar, 
ascribed to Diego Hurtado de Sleodota. and printed 1^

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torious of the meiit merited by your greatness ' ‘ 
Witb this kind of larkguage the (Xior gentlemaD lost 
his irits, and distracted hioiself to comprehend end 
uniavel their meaning , which was more than Anstotle 
himself could do, were be to rise again from the 
dead for that purpose alone He bu some doubt 
as to the dreadful wounds which Don Behanis gave 
and received ; for he imagined, that notwithatanding 
the most expert Burgeons had cured him, bit face and 
wbols body must MiU be full of seama and seats 
Nevertheless he commended id his author the con- 
cluding bia book with a promise of that unlinishable 
adventure- and he often had it in his thoughts to 
take pen in band, end bnisH^it bimself, ptecuely as 
it la there promised s wbicb be bad certainly per- 
formed, and succeesfuUr too. if other greater and 
continual cogitations baa not diverted him 
He bad freduent deputes with the priest of bia 
Tillage (who waa a learned peraon. and bad taken bis 
degrees m Sigueota*) which of tbe two was the better 
knight, Palfflerui of England, cr Amadis de Gaul. 
But master Nicbotca, barber-eurgeon of the same 
town, affirmed, that none ever came up to the Knight 
of the Sun, and that if eoy one could be compared 
to him, it was Don GaUor, brother of Amadis de 
Gaul ; for be was of s disposition fit for everylhirig. 
no finical gentleman, nor such a wbiinpeter as bia 
brother; and aa to courage, he was by no meana 
inferior to him. In ebort, he ao bewildered himself 
in this kind of etudy, that he passed tbe nights m 
reading from auaaet to wmiise, and the days {tom 
sunrise to eunaet: and thus, through little Bleep 
and much reading, his brain was dned up m such 
a manner, that be came at last to lose his wits, llis 
imagination was fuU of all that be read in his booV^,

possible absurdities. And ao finnlv was be persuaded 
that the whole ijstem of chimeraa lie read of waa true, 
that be thought no history m the world waa more to 
be depended upon. The Cld Ray Diez. be waa wont 
to aay, waa a very good knight, but not comparable 
to the Knight of the Burning Sword, who with a aiogle 
back-itroke cleft asunder two fierce and monstrous 

S 'anta. He waa better nleaaed with Bernardo del 
irpio for putting Orlanao the Enchanted to death 
in KODCeaTallea, by means of the same stratagem 
which Hercules used, when be suffocated Anteus, son 
of the Earth, by squeezing him between bis arms.' 
Ife spoke mighty well of the giant Morgsnte ; for. 
tboura be was of that monstrous brood who are aJwan 
nroad and insoleot. be alone was affable tod well' 
ored : but, abore all, he wet ebarmed with Beyoaldos 
de Alontalraa, especially when he *aw him saDyiog 
out of his castle aad ptundermg all be met ; and when 
abroad be seised tnat usage of Mahomet, which 
was all of massire gold, as bis hulorr records. He 
would hare given his housekeeper, anif niece to boot, 
for a fair opportunity of handsomely kicking the 
traitor Calalon ’■ 

Is fine, having quite loet bis wits, be fell into one 
of the strangest conceits that ever entered the head 
of any madniaD ; which was. that be thought it 
expedient snft pccewary, es well for the advance- 
ment of bis own reputation, as for the public good, 
that be should commence knight-crrant, and wan- 
der through the world, with bis bone and arms, la

rternal fame and renovn The poor gentleman 
already imagined himself at least crowned Emperor 
of Trapisonda * by the Tslour of his arm , and thus 
wrapped up in these agreeable delusions, and burned 
on by the strange pleasure be took m them, he hastened 
to put in execution what be ao much desired. 

And the first thing he did was, to scour up a suit 
of armour, which had been bis great-great grand 
father's, snd, being mouldy and nut-caten. had 
lain by, many long ream, forgotten in a comer The*e 
ho cleaned and fululshed up the best be rould , but 
he pere«>e«d ^<y had ctia grand defret, which waa, 
that, instead of a hetmet. they bad only a simple menooi 
or steel cap i but be dexterously supplied this want 
by eontrinng a sort of rieot of pasteboard, which, 
bring fixeil to the headpiece, gate rt the appearance 
of a complete helmet. It is true, indeed, that, to try 
its strength, and whether (t was proof atainst a cut, 
he drew bis sword, and 0TiDg it two stroLes, undid m 
an instant what he bad been a week in doing But not 
altogether approving of bis haring broken iC to pieoes 
with aa much ease, to eecure himself from the Ukw. 
danger for the future, be made it orer again, fenemg 
it with iniall bars of iron within, in such a manner, 
that be mted sati'fied of its elrength . and without 
raring to make a fresh expenment on lU be epprored 
and looked upon It as a moat exeelimt helmet.

The wenches atsred 
at him. and with all tbe eyes they had. were looking 
to Sod Ills face, which the ecurvy beaver ahnost 
covered- But when they beard themsclvea styled 
virgins, a thing so out of (be way of their profession, 
thev could not cootan (heir lau^ter, and that in to 
violent a manner, that Poo Quixote began to grow

the necessity of accommodatuig the old romance of 
Sit Lancelot to onr peesent purpose baa been the 
occasion of your knowing my name before the proper 
season: but the time will come, when your ladystups 
tnsy command and I obey; and the valour of my 
arm shall manifest tbedeure I bare to serve you.

• that be laid bun Rat on the ground m aueb pitroos 
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plight, that, h&d he teeeDdedbUblov. there would faaTe 
been no need of n eurgeoD. Tbu done, he gathered 
Dp hie armour and tralhed backward and forward 
with the eame grantT W at drat. 

Soon after, another earner, not knowing what 
bad happened (for atiU the first la; atonncd) came 
ODt nitn the same intention of watering his mules ; 
and aa he waa going to clear the ristemb; removing 
the armour, Don Quixote, without speaking a word, 
or imploring anybody's protectiOD, agam let sbp faia 
target, and hftins up his laoee. broke the second 
csmer's held in three or lour plscra. All the people 
of the inn ran together at the noiae, and the innkeeper 
among the rest : which Don Quixote perceivmg, ha 
braced on bia target, and laying bia band on his tword, 
be said i 0 oueen of beauty, tbe etmgtb and vigour 
of my enfeebW heart, now ia the tune to lum tbe 
tynof (by greatneea toward tbU thy ctptived knight, 
t^om foproagtous an adventure at this tnsisnt awaiU, 
Hereby fa his opinioo, be recovered so much eooragr, 
that, if all the earrier* m the world bed attacked bin. 
be would not have retreated an inrtt The eoraradea 
of thoae that were wounded (for they perceived them 
hi that condition] began to let fiy a shower of stones 
at Don Quixote ; wbo theltered bunSelf tbe beet he 
could under his shield, end durst not stir from tbe 
eitteni, lest he should seem to ahsodoo bis amour. 
The hcet cried out to theio to Irt bun alone, for he 
had already told them he wbk mad. and that be would 
he aceuittnl as a msdmsn though be shonld kill them 
all. l)on Quixote also cned out louder, calling them 
eowards and traitor*, and tbe lord of the castle a f^troon 
and a base-borta knight, tor suffering knights-eirant 
to be treated m that maaner ; and that, if he bad 
received the ordov of knighthood, be would make bun 
smart lor bis ireacfany t but foe you, nically and base 
aeoundtela (aasi he) 1 do not wsiue you a straw t 
draw near, come on. and do wour worst j you shall 
juickly aee the reward areLk^y to receive of year 
loll; and Inaolrnce. Thi* be utlervd with eo much 
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vebemeoce and reaotatioii. that he atnick a terrible 
dread into the hearts of the sssailanta ; and for this 
reason, together with the landlord's persuasions, they 
forbore throwing any more stones ; and he pennitted 
the wounded to be camed ofi, and retamed to the 
watch of his armour with the same tranquiUity and 
eedatenesa as before. 

The host did not relish these pranks of his guest> 
and therefore determmed to pot an end to them by 
giring him the tuiiocicy order of knighthood oat of 
band before any further mischief should ensae; and 
BO coming up to him, be begged pardon for the rode* 
ness those vulgar people had been guilty of, without 
bis knowmg anything of the matter ; however, be 
said, they bad been sufficiently chastised for tbeir 
rashness. He repeated to hia, that there was no 
chapel in that castle, neither was it necessary for what 
remained to be done: for the whole stress of being 
dubbed a knjgbt, lay m tbe blows on the neck and 
shoulden, as be had learned from tbe ceremonjal of 
the order ; and that it might be eSectoally performed 
in tbe middle of a held s tbat be bad already discharged 
all that belonged to the vsCe^g of (he armour, which 
was sufficienttr perfonned in two hoora ■, and macb 
more, since he liad been above four about it. All which 
Don Quixote beUeved. and aeid he was there ready 
to ob^ him ; and desired him to lialsb the business 
with the almost dispatch, because, if he should he 
assaulted ssain, and toand himself dabbed a knight, 
be was resolved aot to leave a soul alive In the castle, 
except those be shonid command him to snare for 
his sake. The constable, thus warned, ana appre* 
beniive of what might be the event of this resotution, 
presently brought the book, in which he entered the 
aecoont of (be straw and barley be furnished to the 
earrieri ; and with the two aboresaid damsels (a boy 
carrying an end of candle before them) be earae where 
Don Quixote was, whom be eommanded to kneel t 
and readmg in bis manual fas if be had been saying 
tome deroat prsyer), in the micLit of tbe resdlng be 
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lifted up bia h&od, and gare him a good blov on tlie 
nape of the neck, and iit» that vith hia ovn sword 
a handsome thwack on the shoalder, still muttering 
between his teeth aa if he was praj'mg. This done, 
he ordered one of the ladiee to gird on his sword, 
which she did with the moat obhging freedom, and 
discretiontoo, of which nota little was needful to keep 
them from ^rstmg with laughter at every period 
of the ceremonies s but indeed the exploits they had 
already seen our new knight perform, kept their mirth 
within bounds. At girding oo the sword, the good 
lady said : Ood make you a fortunate knight, and 
give you success m battle. Don Quixote asked her 
name that he imght know from thenceforward to whom 
he was indebted for the lavonr received : for he in- 
tended her a ahare of the honour be should acquire 
by the valour of hia arm. She replied with much 
humility, that she was called La Tolost, and was a 
oobhiers daughter of Toledo, who hved at the httle 
shops of Sanehobienaya and wherever the wm, she 
would serve snd honour bin as her lord. Don Quixote 
then desired her, for bis aske. thenceforward to add 
to her name the Deo, and to call herself Doha Tolosa ; 
which she promised to do. The other buckled on 
his spurs i with whom be held almost the same kind 
of dialogue as be had done with her companion: ha 
asked her ntme also, and she said the was called La 
hlolmera, and was the daughter of an honest miller of 
Antequera. Don Quixote entreated her also to add the 
Don. and call herself Dona Molmera. making her 
fresh offers of service and thanks 

Thus the nevcr-tUl-lben-sem ceremomes being 
hastily dispatched, Don Quixote, who was impatient 
to see himself on borsebeek, nod sallying ont m quest 
'Of adventures, immediately caddied Kosinante, and 
embracing his host, mounted; and at partmg said 
luchstrange things to him, acknowledging the favour

he had entered but e few paces into the wood, when 
he saw a mare tied to an oak, sod a lad to another, 
naked from the waist upnaida, about fifteen yeara 
oi age, who was that pmon that cned oot; and 
not without cause, for a lusty country-fellow was 
laying him on very leverely with a belt, and accom

I will never do 
BO agam ; and I promne for the future to take more

Now Don Qiuzote, eeemg what passed, said lo 
an angry tones Dncourteout Imigbt, it ill becomes 
thee to meddle with one who is not able to defend 
hunsell i get upon thy horse, and take thy lance 
(for be had also a lance leaning agamit the oak to 
which the mare was fastened), for I'll make thee 
to know that it is cowardly to do what thou art doms. 
The countryaan, Mcuig euch a figure coming towards 
him, armed (tom bead to foot, end brandishing his 
lance at his face, gave hiinaelf up for a dead man. and 
With good words answered i Scfior Cavalier, tbia lad 
whom I am chastising, is a servant of mme ; I employ 
him (0 tend s flock of sheep which I have hereabouts, 
and he is so careleea, (bat 1 lose one every day ; and 
because I correct him (or bis negligence, or roguery, 
he aaya I do it out of covetouwesa. and for an excuse 
not to pay him hiS wages ; but, before God, and on 
my conscience hs lies, lire in mv presence ! pitiful 
rascal, aaid Don Quixote : by the tun that sbinet 
upon us. I have a good mind to run thee through and 
through with this lance : pay him immediately without 
funhev tejAy ; J not, fy that God that rules us. 1 -will 
dispatch and annihilate thee m a moment ; untie him 
presently. The countryman hung down bis bead, 
and, without replying a won], anued the boy, Don 
^ixote asked the lad. bow much bia master owed 
him ; who answered, nine monthi' wages, at seven 
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find ont the Tktorcay t>t<n Qnixote c!e U SUnchs, *od 

tell him all that bad Meaed. and that he ihonld pa7 

for it RCTcnfold. Nottuthstandin^ all this, avaj 

he wnit arepin^, and his master stajvd behisd 

laochine. 

In this manner the Taloroos Dnn Quixote redressed 
this trroDg ; and overjoyed at bu success, aa thini* 
ing be had {riven a most (ortnnate and glonous be* 
finning to bu knight-tmituy, he vent oa toirard 
nia village, entirely satisfied with himself, and lajing 
u) a low voice : U ell mayest iboa deem thyself bap^ 
above all women living on the earth. O Dnlcines del 
Toboso, beaateons above the moet beautiful, lince 
it haa been Ihy lot to have aobject and obedient to 
thy whole will and pleasnre ao valiant and renowned 
a knight as is, and ever shall be. Don Quisota de la 
MascEa ; who (u all the world knows) received hot 
yeeterclar the order of ksigblbood. and to-day baa 
redressed ths greatest inioiy and grievaace that in* 
lustics could invent and enielty commit ; to-day 
bath be wrested the scourge out of the band of t^t 
pitiless enemy, who so undeservedly lashed that tebder 
Btriplmg. 

Just as be had done speaking, he came to the centre 
of four roads, and presentlyit came into hiaimaginabon* 
that the knights-emnt. wbeD they came to these crosa- 
ways, set theroaelvee to consider which of the roads 
they should take : and. to imitate them, he stood still 
awhile, and at last, ^ter mature consideration, he 
let go the refos, sui^tfug bia own will to bo guided 
by that of his horse, who following bis first motira, 
took the direct ro^ toward hia stable. And having 
gone about two miles. Don Quiiote discovered a com- 
pany of people, who, as it afterwards appeared, wem 
certain merchants of Toledo^ going to buy silks m 
Morcia. There were six of them, and they came with 
their umbrellas, and four servants on horseback.^ and 
three muleteers on foot. Scarcely had Don Quiiote 
espied them, when he imagmed it must be some new 
adventure ; end, to imitate, aa near as possibly be

monstrous aa you are: and whether you come on 
one by one (as the lawsofchivaliy require) or altogether, 
as is the cnslom and wicked practice ol those of your 
stamp, here I wait for you, confiding in the justneas 
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on bU ribs ; and, eomiog to him, he took (be lance, 
and, after be bad broken it to jveeea, mLh one of the 
aplmtera be ao belaboured Don <^izote. that in epite 
of bia armour, be threahed bun to chaff. Hia mastert 
cned ont, not to beat him to mn^ and to leave him , 
but the muleteer vaa provoked, and would not quit 
the game until be bad qmte apent the remainder of bia 
rboler ; and running lor the other piecea of the lance, 
he finiebed the breMing of them opcm the poor fallen 
knight, who, Dotwithataoding the tempeat of blowa 
that rained upon him, never abut bia mouth, threatening 
heaven and earth, and thoao aaaaaamt, for aucb the; 
teemed to him. At length the fellow waa tired, and 
the merchanta went on their way, anSicieutly furniahed 
with matter of ^aeouraeconcening the poorhelaboured 
knight i who, when ha found bimtclf alone, tried again 
to raiee himielC ; hut if be could not do it when woele 
and well, how ehould be when bniiaed uvd almoet 
battered to pieeca t yetatiUhe thought himaelf abappy 
man. looking upon tMa aa a niafonuDe peculiar to 
kjilehti-enant. and imputing the whole to bit horae’g 
fault : not waa It poenole for him to raise bimaeli up, 
bis whole body waa ao horrible bnueed.

Sotbat when the peasant 
asked him again how be did. he answered him m the

But let me never 
rooie be called Reynaldos deUoataWan. \{. aa aooa as 
1 am able to nss bom tbu bed, I do not make bim pay 
deal for it, in spite of all his enebaotmeuta ; but at 
present brmg me aome breakfast, (or 1 know nothing 
nill do me ao much good, and let me alone to revenge 
mystW.

That night the houaekeeper act fire to. and burnt, 
all the books that vete in the yard, and m the house 
too ', and aome must hate petted, that deserved to 
be treasured op in perpetoal archives , but then 
fate, and the Istmesa of the tcrutmeer, would not 
cermlt it i and id them *aa (ulSUed the aaytns. that

the temedies which the pnest and barber pietenbed 
at that time (or their (neod's malady, was to alter 
bis iMrlmeut, and wall up the room where the booLi 
had been, that when be got up be migbt not find 
them ; in hopes that the cause bemg removed, the 
effect ought eesae, end that they thouid ptetend 
that an enchanter had earned them away, room and 
sU. which was presently done accordia^y Withm 
two daya after Don (^ixote got up. and the first 
thing be dal wu to twit bis books : and. not finding 
tbe room wbera he left (t, he went up e.nd down look- 
ing (or it: he came to (he place where the door used 
(o be, and be felt with bn hands, and stared about 
every way without speaking a word , bat after aome 
time be asked the housekeeper wberrabouLs the room 
Stood where hie books were. She, who was already 
well tutored what to answer, said to him: Rhat 
room or what nothing, does your worship look for ? 
there Is neither room nor becks in this bouse ; (or 
the devil bimscli has earned all away. It was not 
the deva, said the niece, but an enchanter, who came 
one night upon a cloud, after the day of your depar- 
ture bence, and abghting from a serpent eo which 
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bctveen him and bia two gotaipa, the pneat and the 
barber ; be affinmng that (he world stood in need 
cf nothing to much aa kmghU'^trant and the reTiTa) 
of cbiTtl^, The print aometimn contradicted him. 
and at other timta accv^eeccd ; (or had ha not made 
use of this artificCi there would have been no meant 
left to bring him to reaaon. 

In the meantime Don Quixote tampered with a 
labourer, a neighbour of hK and an boneet man (if 
auch an epithet may be given to one that is poor), 
but very aatUow-braiDed. In abort, he aaid ao much, 
ua^ ao many argumeota, and promiacd bun tucb 
great mattera, that the poor fellow resolved to atUy 
out with him. and lerve bun at hit equire. Among 
other thing*. Don Quixote told bim be thould dupote 
bimacK to go with him wiihogly : for tome time or 
other lueb an tdrenture might pretent, that an uland 
might be won in the tore of a band, and be be left 
govereor thereof. WiUi these tnd the like rromiaes, 
btaeho Paata (for that waa ths laboureia aame) 
Itlt hit wife and ctukiren. and hired bimteli for aaouire 
to bM neighbouc. Don Quixote pretenlly east aoout 
bow to twite mooey, and trlling one thmg, and 
pawning another, and ksing by all. he eerapM to* 
getber a tolerable tam. lie fitted bimsell likewiie 
With a buckler, which be borrowed of a fneod. and 
patching np hie broken belmet the beat be could, he 
acquainted hia squire Saacho of the day and hour 
be intended to fcl out. that be might provide himself 
wnih wbat be aboutd find to be Dost needful. Above 
all, be charged him not to forget a wallet < and Sanebo 
ewai be would be sure to cany cme, and that be in- 
tended alto to take with bim an ass be bad. being 
^ rery good ccie, Vecaoee be was not nted to trsvd 
much on foot. At to the oM. Don Quixote paused 
a btde, endeavouriDg to reeoUeet whether any knigfat- 
errast had tier tarried a squire mounted ass-wite : 
t<ut no in'tanee cf the kind oecorrvd to bi> memorv.

With him. purposing to attcminodate bun more hooour- 
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h. u fit u i! tile; -vne cut m k iscraM. {or to 
be croTned king of oee of tbem. And do not think 
this en; extrao^iner; matter: (or things fall out to 
Inch Imigbts b; inch ODforeeerD end nnexpectcd 
vsys. that I tna; ewil; nee thee more than 1 pronuie 
fio thrn, ansirered fiansno Penza, if I were a Ling b; 
eome of tboae miradre tou ere pleased to mention, 
Mari Gntierrez, m; crooked nb, would at ieaat come 
to be a queen, and my children infantee. tilio doubts 
it { anivered Boo Quixote. Idonbt it. replied Sanefao 
Paata ; for I am renly persnaded, that if God were 
to rain down klagdomt oran the earth, none of tbem 
would lit well upon the need of Blan Gutierrez : for 
TOU aunt know, ahe la not aorth two facthincs 
for a queen “nie btle of eonnleae would ait better 
upon her, and that too with the help of God. aad p»d 
tnend*. Recommend her to God. Saneha answered 
Bon Quixote, and he will do whet Is beet for her i but 
do thou hare a eera not to debase tby Bmd to low, 
ai to content thrscif with being Iraa ihsn a lord.lleu- 
tenant. Sir. I wtll not. answertd Sanebo. eepeeisIlT 
hanng eo great a nan for my naaler ea your worship, 
who will know how to ore me nhatercr m meet fitting 
(or me, aod wbat yon hod me best abts to hear.

^rselTre rrak) bsre deeired j look yreidec, fneod 
caarho Panta. whece yon may diecoVer aomeahat 
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more than Ibirtr moiutrons ciaaU. with «bom I io' 
tend to fight. anJ take awav ail their liTn : witbirhcae 
epoila we will begin to enrich oortelTes ; for it ia law- 
ful war. and doing God gc^ aemee to taie away to 
wicked a generation from ofl the face of the earth. 
What gianta t taid Saocho Panea. Tboae yoa tee 
yonder, antwered hit natter, with tboee long amt ; fot 
tome of them are wont to bare them almoat of the 
tengthoftwoleeraea. Conakter. Sir. antwered Sanchct 
that thoae which appear yonder, are not giantf, bot 
wmdmillt ; and what aeem to be arms are the lailt, 
which, whirled aboat the wind, make the miUstrae 
go. Onemay eatilyjee. antweredDcn Qujsote, thatToa 
are not verted in the busineas of adrectnrca: they 
are gianta : and, if y<nt areafraid,get atide and pray, 
wbiltt I engage »-ith them in a fierce and nneqoaj com* 
bat, And to aaying, be clapped tpura to Rceisaote, 
without muidaig (he cnee hit tqoire tent after him. 
aaaunng him that tboae be went to etsanlt were 
aithaut all doubt, windniill^ and not gianta. But 
he wat to fully poetested that they were gianta, that 
he neither heard the oulenet of his squire Sancho, nor 
yet discerned what they were, though he wu rery 
near them, but went on, .crying out Loud : Fly not, 
ye cowards and vile caitiBe ; for it is a smgle knight 
•Kfcrti Mswaite yea. 'Now tb* wmd ecee a bttU, end. 
the great tails began to uoTe; which Don Quixote 
perceiving, he taid : Well, though you thouJd move 
more nims than the giant Bnareus. you shall pay for it. 

And to saying, and recommending himself devoutly 
to bis lady l^cinea, beseechmg her to luecoui him 
in the present danger, being well covered with hit 
buckler, and setting Iiis lance m the rest, be rushed on 
aa fast as Bosmante could gallop, and attacked the 
firet mill before him i and miming his lance into the 
tail, the wind whirled it about with to much violence 
that it broke the lance to shireie, dragging horse and 
rider after it. and tumbling them over and over on 
the plain, in very evil plight. Bancho Pants hastened 
tohis atsistance.at fast aahitassconld carry him ; and 
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vhen he came up to him, be found him not aVIi* to 
Bbc; (0 Tiolrnt was the blow he and Roeinante had 
teteiTed in (allmg. God ease me, quoth &ancho, did 
not I warn you to have aeare of what you did, for that 
thty were nothing but nindmiUa . and nobody could 
^tahe them, but one that had the like in his head 
P^ace, fnend Sancho, anaweted Don Quixote . lor 
matter! of war are, oj all olheni, moat subject to con, 
tinual mutationa Now I venly bilievc. and it la most 
ft^rtainly so, that the aage Pnston who stole away 
my chamber and books, baa metamorpbusi'd these 
giants into TrindmilU. on purpose to deprive me of the 
Rioty cf ranqaishing them, eo great la the enmity be 
bears me ; but when be has done hia worst, his uicUid 
art! avaj but little against the goodness oi my 
•jord. God mnt it. aa be taa. answered Sancho 
aensai and. helping bim to rue. he mounteil him 
anon Roamante. who waa half shoulder-shppcd. 

Anddiseonning oi the late adventure, they followed 
^e road that ted to the pam of Lapice . lor there, Don 
WitoU ssid. they coala not fad to meet with nianv 
**>d tanous advenlurw, it being a great thoroughlarc . 
**<i yet be went oo very melaneholy for want of hia 
•ttee j and, spemkuig of it to hu aqulr^ he said I 
•rmfinher to hare read that a certam Xpamsh knight. 
t*'*t^Ihego Perei de VarEsii. baruig broken his sword 
m fight, tore ofl a huge branch or hmb from an oak, 
*nd pcrlormed such woodera with it that dav. and 
“sslied out the brairu <d so manv Jloorm that be wae 
pm^sd JI„huca‘; and from that day (orwanl. he 
descendants bora the names of Varna and 
«»chnci. 1 tell you thu because from the tirvt —k 
ft crabuee we meet, I meaui to tear such another 
at Itast M good at that . and 1 porpiiao and 
^^re to do such feau with It. that you shall deem 
ynurvU most fortunate in menling to behold them , 
l? be an ere-witness of Uungi a hich can scarcelv 
^ bcaersd. Gesi'a will be drsie, quotb Sancho- i 
‘^Ueve aU just as you asy. Sir- but. (wiy. set your- 
^ if ackacar ■ to poun 1 
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•«l( oprieht in yoar laddSe; for yoa leem to ao to 
ride lideang, oc-eaeioned. d^bKeie, bj jour being lO 
eorcly braised b}r the felL It ie eertiinly lo, <Ar*ered 
Don Quixote ; and if 1 do not complain of pain, it ie 
becanse knighla-errant are not allowed to complam of 
BDj wound wbaterer, thoagb their entrails came out 
at It. If It be ao, 1 have nothing to reply, answered 
Sancho, but God knovi I shonid be glad to bear your 
worship complam, when anything ails you. As for 
myself, I must complain of the least pain I feel, nnless 
this buamess of not compbinutg be understood to ex* 
teud to the si^uires of knights-crrant. Don Quixote 
could not forbear smihng at the simplicity of his iqaire, 
and told him he might complain whenever, and as 
much as he pleased, with or without canse. having 
never yet read anything to the eontrary in the laws 
of chivalry. 

Sanclioput him Inmiodtbatitwaa time to dine. His 
master answered, that at present be bad no seed : but 
that he might eat whenever be tbooebt fit. With this 
licence, Sasebo adjusted himself the best be could npea 
bis beast f and taking ont what be earned in bis 
wallet, be Jagged on eating, behind his master, very 
leisurely, and now and then lifted tbe bottle to bis 
mouth with so much relish, that the best-fed victualler 
of Alalaga might have envied him. And whilst he 
went on m this manner, repeatmg his draughts, be 
thought no more of the promisee his master had made 
him ; nor did he thmk it any tod. but rather a recrea* 
tioQ to go m quest of adventures, though never so 
perilous. In fine, they passed that night among some 
trees, and from one of them Don Quixote tore a with- 
ered branch, that might aerve him in some sort for 
a lance, and fixed it to the iron head or spear of that 
which was broken. All that sugbt Don Quixote slept 
not a wink, ruminating on ha lady Dulcmca. in con- 
formity to what be bad read in ha books where the 
knights are wont to pass msnyniehts together, without 
closing their eyes, in forests and deserts, entertaining 
themselves with the remembranee of their mistresses. 
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Not fo did Sancbo pass the nigbt ; whose stomach 
beiog fuU (and cot o( dsndelion-vster) he made but 
one sleep of it : and >f bia master had cot roused Iud]> 
neither the beams of the aun that darted full in his 
face, nor the melody of the birds, vbicb in great num- 
bers most cheerfully saluted the approach of the new 
day, could have awaked him. At tbs umisicg be took 
a swig at his bottle, and found it mucn bgbtrr than 
the evening before ; which gneved bis very heart, for 
be did not think they were in the way to remedy that 
defect very soon. Don Qaiaote would not break bia 
fast; for, aa it is said, he resolved to subsist upon 
savoury remembrances. 

They rctumed to the way they bad entered upon 
the day before, toward (Puerto] Lipice, which they 
diaeovered about three in the afternoon. Here (said 
I>QQ Quixote, espying it) brother Sancbo Psnta, we 
tnay thrust out hands up to the elbows in what they 
call advcnturea. But talis this caution with you, Ibat, 
though yon should see me in the greateat peril m the 
world, you must not lay yout band to your sword to 
defend me, oclesa you see tbst they who sssault me 
are a nla mob and mean scoundrels : In that case you 
may assist ms : but if they should bs knights, it la m 
Dowdas lawful nor allowed by the lawa of chivalry, 
that you should intermeddle, until you are dubbed 
a knigbC. I aasure you. sir. ansWCTed Sancbo, your wor- 
ship shall bo obeyed moat punctually herem, and tha 
ratner, because I am oatuTaUy veiy peaceable, and an 
enemy to thnuUng myaeU mtobianglea and aquwhUea-. 
but for all that, as to what regania the defence of my 
own person, I shall make no great account of those, 
some laws, since both divme and human allow every 
one to defend tumeclf agsunt whoever would annoy 
him. I aay no leas, answered Don Quixote ; but in 
the business of assistiog me against knights, you must . 
restrain and Veep in yonrnatural impeiuosity, laay 
I will do BO. answered Sancbo; and IwiU observe this 
precept as religiously as the Lord's day. 

As they were thus dlscoBtsmg, there sppeared in 
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our own bueineBs, 4nd kre entirely ignorant whether 
toy pnncesaes are earned away by forqe in that coach, 
or not. Soit words do noUung with me ; ior I Vnow 
ye. treacherouB icoundrela. laid Don Quixote: and 
without staying any other reply, he clapped apuia 
to Rosmante, and with hie lance eouehed, ran at the 
foremost monk with each fun and resolution, that, if 
he had not shd down from hie mule, be would hare 
hro-oght boa to the ground, m spite of his teeth, and 
wounded to boot, if not killed outright. 

Ihe second monk seeing hie comrade treated m this 
manner, clapped apura to hia mule'a CKlea. and began 
to scour along the plain, hghter than the wind itself. 
Sancho Panaa, seeing the monk on the ground, leaped 
maifaly tcom hia ass, and runiune to him, began to 
take uS hia habit. la the meanwhile the monk's two 
iatkeya coming up, asked him why be was stnpping 
their master of his clothes. Sancho answered, that 
they were his lawful perquisite*, as being tbe spoils of 
the battle which bis lord Don Quaote had just won. 
The lackey*, who did not understand raillery, not 
what was meant by spoils or battles, seeing Don Quiz* 
ole at a distance, talking with those in tbe eoeeb, fell 
upon Sancho, and throw him down, and, leaeing him 
not a hair m his beard, gere him a hearty kickmg 
and left bun stretched on the ground, breathless and 
senseless. And without loeiiig a minute, the monk 
got upon ids mule agiun. trenibhiig, and terribly 
fnghM, and as pale as death ; and no sooner was he 
mounted, but he spumd after his companion, who 
stood waiting at a good distance, to sea what would be 
the issue of thst strange encounter; but being tm- 
williog to wait the ermt. they went on their way, 
crossing themselre* oftener than if the deni had bem 
close at their heels. Don Quixote, as was said, stood 
talking to the lady in (he coa^ saying : Your beauty, 
dear lady, may dispose of yon* person as pleaaeth you 
best, lor your haughty rarisbers he preetrate on the 
ground, OTerthrown my hinncible arm ; and that 
yon may not be at any paini to learn tbe name of 
n.n. 1 11 
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yoviT 6fiirertr, Inow tb>t 1 »ta raJJfd Pen QaiTota 
da U 3tU)cb». kiuKbt-nrMt Md «dTmtar«Y. and etp- 
titetotbe peerleM and beaatMMii DulcmvadclToboao;

Toboao, and m my name, prramt yourselres before 
that lady, and tell her what I baea done to obtain 
your liberty. 

All that Don Quixote aaid wax orerbeard by a cer- 
tain aquire who accompanied the coach, a Biacaioer. 
who findiog be would not tet ibe emcb go forward, 
but iseiafed upon lU KOinediatety retaming to Tohc»a, 
Bew at Don Quixote, and ubmg bold of lux Uoce, 
addreexed bia in bad CMtiban. and wme Biaraioc. 
after tbu manner; Begcne, rarabrr. and tbedenJgo 
with tbee: I iwear by that Cod that made me. 
thou do«t not quit the coach, thou forfeiteat thy bf<> 
aa I am a Bixcamer. Don Quixote usderttoed bin 
very well, and with great calmness answered t Wert 
thou a gentlemao. aj thou art not. I would before 
now have ebaatised tbr folly and preauaetion. (bcM 
pitiful alare. To wbico the Discamer replied: I no 

5 c&tletaaa I I swear by the great Cod (hou b'aC. •* 
am a Chnxtiaa ; if thou wilt (brow away thy laacft 
and draw (by awerd. (hou tba]( see 2 will isahe so 
more of thee than a rat doee of • mouse ; Biscainer by 
land, gentJeasn by sea. grotlrman for the deeih and 
thou best: look then U thou bast anything else to 
aay.

Tbe Bis> 
earner, seeing him coma on u (bat manner, choagb he 
would fain bare alighted from bis mule, which, heisg 
of the worst hind of hachoey*. was not to be depredid 
upon, bad yet onlr (use to draw his sword; but it 
happened wrell for him that he was close to tbe coach.

The rest of the 
cooipan; woold bare made peace between them, but 
the; could not ; for the Biacamer awore m bia gibber- 
lah, that, if the; would not let hiai hnuh the combat, 
he would kiU bia mistreea, and everybody that offered 
to hmdcr him. The lad; of the coach, amazed and 
affrighted at what iht aaw, bid the coachman put 
a httle out of the «a;. and ao aat at a distance, ba> 
bolding the ngorons conflict ; in the progreas of which, 
tba Biacamer gave Don Quixote eueh a hnge stroke on 
(me of hia ahuuldtn. and above bis buckler, that, had 
It not been for his coat of mad, he bad cleft bun down 
to the gi^e. Quixote fecbng the weight of that 
amneaautable blow, ened out alo^ aayiog : 0 lad; 
ot m; louh Dulcmea, flower et all beauty, suceour 
this th; knight, who. to taUsf; th; great goodness, 
exposes himself to thu ngorons exuenut;. Tbsia;iDe 
this, the drawing his sword, tbe corenng himself weU 
with bis buckler, and falling furiousl; on tba Bis, 
ealoer, was all done in one moment, he resolrmsM 
renture all on the fortune of one eingls blow, ^e 
Biecaiaet who aaw him coming thus upon him, and 
perceired bis brarer; b; bis reaolutiOQ, tesolred to do 
the same thing that Don Quixote bad done , and ao 
he waited for him, eorcruig himself well with bis 
cushioa, but was not able vo turn hia mule about to 
the right, or tbe left, abe being alread; to jaded, and 
so little used to aucb aport, that ahe would not stiC 

Row Don Quixote, as haa been aald, adranced against 
the war; Biscainer, with bis lifted sword, full; deter* 
mined to cleare bun asunder; and the Biacamer ex- 

E acted him, with his ewoid atao lifted up, and guarded 
y bu cushion. AU tba bratanders were trembling, 
and in suspense wbst inigDt be the event of those 
prodigious blows with which the; threatened each 
other; and the lad; of the coach, and her waiting- 
women, were making a thousand vows and promises 
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80 to the life that yon might discorer it tobeahscloi^* 
jade a bow-abot off. The Biaeaioer hod a label at hi< 
feet, on which woawritteo. ‘ Don SanchodeAzpeitia ; 
which, without doubt, moat haTe been hia name : and 
at the feet of Rosmanta waa another, on which waa 
wntten, ‘Don Quixote’. P.oamonta was wonderfoDy 
well delmeated ; so Itmg a^ lank, so lean and feeble, 
with 80 Bharp a back-booe, and so like one in a gallop- 
ing consiimptioD, that you might see plainly with 
what exactness and propriety the name of Boemante 
had been giren him. Cloae by him stood Sancbo 
Panza, holding his ass by the halter ; at whose feet 
waa another scroll, whereon was wntten ' Saneho Zm- 

cas’: and not without reason, if be waa, os the painlmg 

expressed, psunch-belhed, abort of stature, and 8pmd> 
shanked : which dogblleaa gave him the namea « 
Ponxa and Zancas ; lor the history sometime* eoU* 
him by the one, and aomeiimee by the other of these 
snmame*. There were tome other minoter particuUn 
obeerrahle ; but they ere all ol little importance aw 
contribute nothing to tbo faithful narration of ^e 
history i though none ere to be despised, if tnie._ 
if any objection lies against the truth of this history, 
it can only be, that the author was an Arab, th«e of 
that nation being not a little addicted to lying ; thiwgh 
they being ao much our eDemieB, one should rather 
think he fell short oh than exceeded, the bounds ot 
truth. And so In fact, be seems to hare done: 
when he might, and ought to have launched out, us 
celebrating the praises ot eo excellent a knight, it looks 
ea if he industriously poiaed them orer in silence: 
a thing :U dona and worse designed; for hirtoruuw 
ought to be precise, faithful, and unprejudiced : snu 
neither interest nor fear. haUed nor aflecticm, ehwiu 
make them swerre from the way of truth, whose 
mother U history, the mal of time, the depository oi 
great actions, the witnee* of what is past, the e**®!’' 
and instruction to the |»eaent, and monitor to me 
future. In this you wili certainly find whalerer JW 
can desire in the moet agreeable : and if any pertec- 
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tion ia wuitmg to it. it mint, without tU question, be 
the fault of the inMe) > lU author, and not owuig to 
any defect in the aubiect. lo short, its second port, 
tcrordrng to the translation, began m this manner. 

The trenchant Uodes of the two valorous and en- 
raged combatanta brurg brandiehed aloft, aeemed to 
stand threatening heaven and earth, and the deep 
abyss; such was the eounge and gallantw of their 
deportment And the Cnt abo discharged his blow 
was the choleric Biseamer. aluch fell with such force 
and iuij, that, it the edge of the iword bsd not turned 
aslant £y the nay, that auigte blow had been enough 
to put as end to thia eruet confiiet. and to all the 
adventores of our knight: but good fortune, that pre- 
ferred him for grest^ things, eo twislrd bis adver- 
sary's sword, that though it alighted on the left shoulder, 
it did him so other hurt tiM to diurm that side, 
eaTTyins ofi by the way a great pan of bis helmet, 
with huf an ear ; all abich with nidrous ruut fell tO' 
the ground, tearing bun in a pitrous plight.

more ragged, and more ioosy. For there la no cob 
but that the knigbU-errant of old oaderwent 
misfortunes in the eonne of their lirm ; and u is® 
of them rose to be empercne by the ^ 

arm. in good truth they paid nearly for it in bW" 
and sweat ; and if those who ameed to luth hon^ 
had wanted enchaaters and sag» to assist mem. tn Z 
would hare been mightily deceived in their hopes, an 
much disappointed u their expectations. . 

1 am of the same opinioo. replied the traveller; » 
there is one thing in narOcular, among m^y otlie» 
which I ^hke in toights-errant, and it is tha s ^ 
they are prepared to engage in some great and 
adventnre. in whkb they are in manifest danger 
losing their lives, in the eery instant of the ^ 


they never once rememoer to '“““tcuu tut— — 
God, ae every Christiaa is bound to do 
perils : but rather commeDd themselves to their 
-resae^ and that with as much fervoM and dtroOM 
s if they were their God. a thing which to »» 
trongly of paganism. ^Sor, answered Don ^iw ■ 


errant who should act in any other maimer. wi» 
digreai much from his duty : for it is a J***”*" 
and custom in chivalry, that the knight-errant, w 
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Iwiag tlioat to 4ltempt aonis great lest of arma. has 
bit lady before him, must turn hia eyes fondly and 
amoronsly towards her, as if br them £e iroplor^ bet 
fsTour and protection in the ooubtful moment o! dis- 
tress he is jnst entering npoo. And though nobody 
hears him, ne is obUged to mutter lome words between 
his teeth, by which be eommends himseU to her with 
bis whole heart; and of this we bare innumerable 
examplea in the histories. And you must not suppose 
by this that they are to neglect commending them- 
selves to Cod ; for there is time and leisure enough 
to do it in the progress of the work. Bat. for all (hat, 
repbed the traveller, I have one scruple stiU remain- 
ing; which is, that Z have often read, that words 
arisleg between two hnights-errant, and cboler begin 
Bing to kindle in them both, they turn their horses 
round, and fetching a Urge eompus about the field, 
immediately, without mere sdo, encounteT at full 
speed i and in the midst of their career, they com- 
Bend themselvee to Ibeir mbtresses ; and what corn- 
manly happens m the encoanUr is, that one of them 
tnmblea back over his bone’s cropper, pierced through 
and through by his adveteaiy’s lance ; end. if the 
other had not bid bold of his horse's mane, ha could 
not have avoided coming to the ground. Now I can- 
not imagine what leisure the deceaaed had to commend 
VimsdAto^oh in foe comae tAfnu so 'nasty a wofa. 
Better it bad been, if the words be spent in commending 
himself to hb bdy in the midst of the career bad been 
employed about that, to which, aa a Chnaliui, he waa 
obliged. And besides, it is certain all knights-eViant 
have not ladies to commend themselTes to, because 
they are not all in kjve. That cannot be. answered 
Boa Quixote : I say there cannot be a knight-errant 
without a mistress ; for it is as proper tnd as natural 
to them to be in love, as (o the aky to be full of atan. 
And I affirm, you cannot show me a history in which 
a knight-errant is to be fomd without an amour ; and 
for the very resson of tus being without one, he would

Those who had never seen her until that tune, beheU 
her with silence and admiration, and they who pw 
been used to the sight of her were no less snri®^ 
than those who had neeer seen this fair shepheides* 
before. But Ambrosio had tcarcely espied her, 
with signs of indignation, he said to her, Coto*®^ 
thou, 0 fierce basilisk of these mountains,^ to disco^i 
whether the wounds of this wretch, whom thy 
has deprived of life, will bleed abesh at thy 
snee 1 at comest tboa to triumph in the cruel eipl^t* 
of thy inhuman disposition t or to behold from tha* 
emmence, like another pitiless Nero, the flames ct 
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burning Rome t or inaoIeDtly to trample on this nn- 
happy corpse, as did the impioiui daughter on that of 
her father Tarquin ‘ 1 teB ns quickly, what you come 
for, or wbat it is you would bare: for since I know 
that Chrysostom, while hTing, neeer disobeyed you, 
BO much as in thought, 1 will take care that all those 
who called themscleea bis (nnds, sbsll obey you, 
though be be dead. 

I come not, O Ambrosio, tor any of those purposce 
you have meotioned, answered ktarceU ; but to vin- 
liicate myself, and to let tbe world know, how un- 
reasonablc those are who blame me for their own 
auffenan, or lor the death of Cbiysoatom ; and there- 
fore I Mg of all here preecnt. that they would bear 
me with attention ; for t need not eprnd much time, 
nor nsQ many words to oooTince pereons of sense of 
tbe truth, lieaven, as you eay. made me handsome, 
and to tueh a degieo that oy beauty infiuenees you 
to lore me, whether you will or no And in return 
for the lore you bear me, you pretend and insist that 
1 am boun<J to lore you. 1 know by tbs natural 
senss God has giren me, that wbaterer is beautiful 
it amiable: but I do not comprehend, that merely 
for being loved, the peraoo that ia loved lor being 
handsome is obliged to return lore for lore. Beeidet, 
it may chance that the lorer of tbe beautiful peraon 
may be ugly ; andwhst is ugly deeerring to be loathed, 
it would sound oddly to aey, 1 lore you for bemg 
handsome : you must lore me. thougn I am ugly. 
But, supposing the beauty on both sklca to be equal, 
it doth not tbercforofollow that the mclinations should 
be so toot for all beauty doth not u<pire lore i and 
there [s a kind of it, which only ptrasai the eight, but 
does not captivate the aBeetiooa. If all bcaotiea

She hat demonitrated by el^ 
and tuScienl reatooa. the btlle or no fault abe ou^t 
to be charged with on account of Ch^oatoin't death, 
and bow far the le from countenancing the desires cf 
any of her lorera ; for which reason, instead of being 
followed and persecuted, abe ought to be faonouM 
and esteemed Ly alt good men in the world, for being 
the only woman in it whose intentions are ao Tirtnous. 
Now. wliether it were through Don Quixote's mensces, 
or because Ambrosio desired them to finish that last 
office to his friend, none of the thepherds stirred from 
thence, until, the grace bemg made, and Chiyscatoia* 
papers burnt, they laid lua body in it, not withMt 
many tears of Ine bystanders. They closed the 
aepuiebre with a large fragment of a rock, until a 
tombstone could be finiabed, which. Ambrosio saidi 
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be intended to b&ve made, mtb an epitspb after tbu 
manner : 

fTer* Lea a nntle abepherd inrain. 

Through eold neglect iintimelf lUin- 
Py ngour'i cruel haiKi ha died, 

A rictim to the acorn and pnda 
Of a coy, bcaotilui Ingrate, 

Whose eyes enlarge tore'a tyrant state. 

Then they streved abundance of dowrn and boughs 
on tbe grave, and condolag mth hia fnend Ambrosio, 
took leave and departed. Vivaldo and lua rompniuoa . 
did tbe aame ; and Don Quixote bade adieu to hia hosts 
and the travellers, irbo mticated him to accompany 
them to Senile, that being a pUco tbe moat bkeTy to 
furtnab bun' v.itb adventiuea, amef. in every atreet, 
and at every lur^g. more vere to be met aith tbcrc. 
than in any other place srhatevn. Poo Quiiota 
thanked them for the notice Ui<^ gave him. and the 
dlipoalUoo they abored to do him a councey, and 
aai^ that for tbe preernt be could not. and ought 
not to go to SenUe. until be had cleared all those 
Bouatauie of robbers and aaaaasint el «bich. it vrae 
reported, they irere fuU. Tbe traveller* teeing ba 

K od intention, Toutd not loptnnune him farther i 
C taking leave again, left bim, and pursued their 
^ouracy. uv vtbicb they viented not a anbiect lot 
discourse, as vrell of tbe eloty of lltrcela and Chry- 
tostom, as of tbemadneMol Don Quixote, «ho resolved 
to go in quest of the sbepbetdese aiarccla. and offer 
her all that was in bis power for her aerriee. But it 
fell not out gs he intended, as ia related in the progress 
ol this true history, the aecond part ending here.'

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himaeU with the filhee end. b*Ting them in the wind, 
broke out oi his nsturel end eecustomed psce, snd 
without ttking his mastet's leave, betook hunsell 
to B smart trot, and went to commiuurate his need 
to them. But they, as it seemed, baring more in- 
chnation to feed than anything ebe, receir^ him with 
their heels and tbeii teeth, us such a mtnner, that m 
a little time his girths brcdie, and he lost his saddle. 
Bat whst most hare more sensibly affected him, was 
that the carrien, seeing the ri^nes offered to their 
maiee, ran to Mm with their pack-stares, and so 
belsboured him, that they laid him along on the ground 
in wretched plighh 

By this tune Don Quixote and Ssnebo, who had 
teen the drubbing of Roamante, cama up out of 
breath ; and Don Quixote aaid to Sonebo : by what 
1 lee. iriend Swcbo. these are no knights, but rasettly 
people, o{ a scoundrel race 1 tell j-ou this, because 
you may very well help me to take ample revenge {or 
the outrage they have dene to Reainsnto beiore our 
eyas. What the deed o( teveoge can we take, anaweted 
Sancho. they beug above twenty, and we no more than 
two, andperbapaMtooe and a ball t lamasgoodaa 
a hundred, replied Don Quixote : and without saying 
more, he laid bis hand on bis sword, and Sew at the 
Yangueees . and Sancho did the same, mcited and 
moved thereto by the example of his master. At the 
first blow. Pon Quixote gave one of them a trmble 
wound, throngh a leathern dooblet which he wore, 
on the shoulder. The Yaague«ca. seemg themsclvea 
assaulted ui this manner by two men only, they bemg 
so many, betook tbemselveetotheir clobe. and hemming 
them DU began to belabonr them with great vehemence 
and animosity, It is true, that at the second pale they 
brought Sancho to the ground i and the same befell 
Don Quixote, nmther his dexterity nor courage standing 
him in any stead ; and as fate would have it, he feS 
lust at Rwuiante’s feet, who bad not yet ^ opi 
wbeoee we may learn bow unmercifully pack-staves 
wiU bruise, when put into rustio and wratniul hands. 
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He Tangueses, peree i v ia g the mischief they had done, 
loaded their beasts irrtb all speed, and pnrtned then 
journey, leaving the two adventurera in evil plight 
The first who came to hunseli was Sancbo Pants! 
who finding' hunsell citae to tua master, with a feeble 
and plaintive voice, ened: Senor Don Quixote I ah) 
Senor Don Quixote! What tronid you have, brother 
Sancho ! answered Don Quixote, m the same feeble 
and lamentable tone I could wish, if it were poesitle, 
answered Saneho Panza, your worship would give 
me two draughts of that cumh of Feo Blaa if you 
have it here at hand ; perhaps it may do as well lot 
broken bones, as it don for woimd& Unhappy I> 
that we have it not I answered Don Quixote. 

I swear to you, Sancbo Panaa. on the faith of a knight- 
errant, that before two days pass (if fottona does not 
otSn it otherwise) I wiU have it in my power, or taf 
hand shall be very much out. But in how many dAyii 
do Tou think. Sir, we shall reeover the uee of onr feet I 
rephed Sancho Pania, For my part, said the battered 
knight Don Quuote. I cannot Lmit the snmber; but 
It is all my own faalt ; for I ought not to hsva Ud 
hand on my sword against men. r^o were not dubbed 
knigbts liLe myself. And Ihertiore, 1 leheve the 
God of battles has permitted thli cbutiseaent te 
fall upon me as a punishment for haring traMgreeseJ 
the laws of chival^. tVberefore, brother Ssnehft i* 
IS requisite you be /orewamed of wbat I shall now teu 
you : for ic highly concerns the good of ue bothi and 
it is this i that when you seo we are insulted by fu™ 
rasesUy rabble, do not etay tW I lay band on my iword 
against them, for I wiO'di nowise do it ; but do you 
draw your s« ord, and chastise them to your own heart » 
content : but if any knigbts eball come up to thot 
assistance, 1 shall then know how to defend you. and 
oSend them with all my might : for you have airtedy 
seen by a thouunil tokefw and experiments, how far the 
valour of this itrong arm of mine extends s ao arrogant 
• Feo Illiu m ugly Bias. Sasebo’s attempt at ‘li^a* 
bras ' s see note to Cbapler >. p. 78. 
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vu tbe poor gratlcnan becocas kjr the victory over tii« 
v&litint Cbcamcr. 

But Ssneho Psnz& dk) not to Uiorouahiy liLe hit 
loattcr't mttnictioni, u to torbctc tnstvcnng, and 
ttyins: Sir. I «m • peaceable, tase, quirt man. tnd 
can dittcmU© toy irjuiy uliatsoever . for 1 have a 
vafe and chtidrm to maintain and bnng up: iio that 
pve me leave. Sir, to Irll you. by way of bint, amce 
it u not my part lo command, that I njl upon no 
account draw my iwonL acitlier agamtt pcaaant nor 
■gainat knights and that, from tlua tuuo forward, ui 
the preaenre of God. 1 {arpve all >n]unts any me hue 
done or ahali do me. or (hat aay person i« now doing 
or may brreafter do me, whether he be hizb or low. 
nrh or poor, gentle or aiiB|-l«, witboat excepting any 
ctata oT cnnditioa whatevet XVlucb tut maatet hcann^ 
lie aajiwered i t wiih I bad breath to talk • iitile at my

1 bad been fnmubed tittii that undrrstaodng and

the enchanter, of whom it poeiUvelv affirmed, that 
when be had him pnaoner, tie ^ee Iiim above two 
hundred laahea with bis horae’a bridle, alter he had 
lied him to a piUar m bis court-yard.* And moreover 
there la a private author, of no nDsll credit, rrho tells 
ns that the Knight of the Sun, being caught by a 
trap-door, tvhich sunk under bis feet, m a certain castle. 
Cound him self attha bottom in a deep dungeon under- 
ground. bound hand and foot ; where they administered 
to him one of those things they call a clj-ster, of snow- 
water and aand. that almoat aid hm busintes ; and if 
be bad not been succoured in that great distress by 
a certain sage, his special fnend, it bad gone vey haid 
with the poor l^ght. So that 1 inay very well auSer 
among to many worthy penons, who ncdenrent much 
greater affronts than those «e now undergo i for 1 
would hare you laow, Sancbo, that wounds, whtcb 
are given with instnuneots that an accidenislly in 
one's hand, are no affront. And thns it it expressly 
written b the lav of combat, that if a shoemaker 
itnkee a person with the last be hae m his hand, 
thnugh it oe really of wood, it will not therefore be 
that the pensn thus beaten with it was cudgelled. 
1 sav this, that you may not think, though we are 
mauled in tbm scuffle, we are dugtaced -, (or the anas 
those men earned, wberewitb they pounded ns. were 
QO other than their pack-etaven ; asd none of them 
as 1 ttmember, had ether tnek. sword, or dagger. 
Ihey gave me no leisure, answered Saacbo, to obaerre 
10 narrowly ; (or scarcely had 1 laid hand cm my whm- 
yard*, when they croesed my ihouidcrs with their 
lapbngs, in fueh a manner, that they deprived my 
eyea of sight, and my feet ^ strength, laying me where 
1 now he, and where 1 am not so much cuncemed to

lot, hr what I perceiee. not the least part of tbi bus* 
fortune baa fallen to the poor bewt'a share, 
le not at all etraoge. answered Saoebo. since he ^ 
appertams to a knight-errant. But what 1 wourr 
at IS. that my ass should come off scot-free, when 
wo have paid eo dear. Fortune always leava e^* 
door open in disasters, wherel^ to come at a remedy, 
said Don Qmxote. I eay tliis. becanse this p<^ 
beast may now supply too want of Bosioants. ^ 
carrying me hence to eome rastlei where I may » 
enr^ of my wounds. Nor do I take the being monn|^ 
in this fasuon to be disbonwirable ; for 1 remember 

to have read that the good SUenua, goTcmor and tnW 
of the merry god of lauebter, when be made his en*^ 
into the city of the hondred gates went ridmg. mo^ 
to his eatisfaction, on a most beautiful ass. It i» 
ho rode as your worship eaya, answered Sancho t 
there is a main difference between ndiog and l^f 
athwart hie a sack of rubbish. To 
QuLrote answered i Hie wounds received in Mtti* 
rather give honour than take it away ; eo that, frena

■ but in Egypt, 
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Panzft. Ansvcr me no mCTe> but as 1 baTe already eaid 
to you. raiae me ap as veR as you can, and place me 
u vrhateTer manner you please, upon your ass. that 
we may getbecee, before night conies on. andoTertebea 
us in tbiB vninbabited place. Vet 1 have beard your 
worship cay, quotb Pansa. that it is usual {or knights- 
enant, to sleep on beatlis tad deaerta moat part ol 
tbe year, and that tb^ loot upon it to be very for- 
tunate. That u. laid Don Quixote, when they cannot 
help it, or are m love : and this is so true, that there 
have been knights, who, nnkaown to their nustreesea, 
have exposed tbemselvea, for two yean together, 
upon roeka, to the sun and the ibade. and to the in- 
clemencies of heaven. One of these was Amadis, 
when calhng bmaelf Beltenthroc. he took up h» lodging 
on the poor rock, whether for eight yean or eight 
Dontha I know not, for I am not perfect in bis history. 
It is luScicnt that there he was, doing penincs lor 
I know not what distMte abown to him by the Isdy 
Onus But let os have done with thia. Baneho, and 
diipatcb, before such soother iniefortune happens to 
tbe ass as hath befsUen Roainsote. 

That would be the devd. indeed, ^uoth Sancho, 
tad aending forth thirty alaa'a, and sixty eighs, and 
a hundred and twenty cureea on whosoever bad 
brought him hither, he rawed hunseU up, hut stayed 
bent by the way, like a Turkish bow, entirely nn- 
Vihe ^0 Wnnd upn^iTt: and wifn siti la'tigue he 
made a shift to saddle bis ass. who bad also taken 
advantage of that day’s exeeasive liberty, to go a 
little astray, lie then heaved up Bosiaante, who, 
had he had a tongue to complain with, most certainly 
would not have been ontdone either by Ssneho or his 
taastev. In Sue, Banebo settled Don Quixote upon 
tbe ass, and tying noemsnte by the bead to his tail, 
led them both by the halter, proceeding now faster, 
now slower, towards tha pisiM where he thought the 
road might lie. And he bu ecarce gone a diort league, 
when fortune (w hicb was eonductmg hia adaira from 
good to better) discovered tu him the road, in which 
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trappings o( tua mules, it bad much the advantage of 
Quixote'*, whieh conaiited of four not very smooth 
boards, upon two not ver^ eijiiai trraaela, and a flock 
bed no thicker than a quilt, full of knobs, which 
if one had not seen through the breaches that they w^e 
wool, by the hardness might have been taken for pebble' 
stonea s with two aheeCa like the leather of an old 
target, and a rog, the threads of which, d yon had a 
mind, you might number without losmg a aiogle one 
of the account. 

In this wTetcbed hed waa Don Quixote laid ; and 
irumediately the hostess her daughter plastered 
him from head to foot, Afantomea (for so the Astunan 
waa called) holding the bght. And ai the hostess 
laid on the plasters, perceiving Don Quixote to be so 
full of bruiaes in all parts, Ac said, that th^ seemed 
to he rather marks of blows than of a faU. tbtj were 
not blows, said Saaeho i but the rock bad many abarp 

G mts and knobs, and every one has left its marki 
said also j pray, forsooth order it so. thst some 
t«« Bay he ieti ; aoachody etea nay have octuion 
for it, for my aide* also adte a little. So then, said the 
boateas, you hare had a faU tea No tall, said Saccbo 
Faosa ■. but the fright 1 took at teeing my maater fall 
has made my bodv to tore, that meihmu 1 hare re- 
eeived a th^sand drubs. That may very well be, 
said the girl; lor I bare often dreemed that 1 was 
falling down from tome bigb tower, and could never 
come to the ground; and when 1 have awakened. 
1 have found myself as bruieed and battered, aa if 1 
bad ready fallen. But here n the point, mistress, 
answered Sancbo Fanza, that I. without dieanimg at 
all, and more awake than 1 am now, find myself with 
almost aa many bruisoa as vsy master Don Quixote, 
flow IS this cavalier called T quoth the Astunan Ifan* 
tomes. Don Quixote de Is Uandia. answered Sanebo 
Pants; be is a lunght-eTTant. and one of the best 
and meet valiant that bat been seen Uue long time in 
the world. IMiat u s kin^t-errant T re^ed the 
weoeb. Are you such * novice, that you do not know I 



wswered Srafbo Pants. Then learn, ifetff of min»;

IS Kfn cudgelled and aa empeiw ; to-dar b the in«t 
nniortunate creature in the world, and the most Be- 
ceMitoiM. and to-morrow will hare two or three ctowds 
of kingdoms to giro to hia squire.

DO more to be said ; tor it ends juat where the error 
in the account of carrying oter the goats begins'. 
Let It end where it wiU. in God’s name, said Don 
Quuote, and let us see whether Rosmsnte can stir 
himself Agsiu be clapped spun to him, and again 
he jumped, and then stood stock etiU. so eSectuslly 
aaa^^be lettered. 

Kow, whether the cold of tha morning, which was 
at hand, or whether some lenities foM on which 


that Sancho bad a desire to do what not^y could do 
for him. Bat ao great wta the fear that had posseMed 
his heart, that he duiM not ttir the breadth of a finger 
from bia master ; and. to think to leave that business 
undone, was sIm impossible: and so what bo did 
for peace sake was, to let ^ his nght band, which held 
tnehmaer part ol the aa^e, with which, softly, and 
without any noise, be kiosed the running point that 
kept up bis breeches; wberenpon down they fell, 
and hung about bis tegs bke shaeklea : then be lifted 
up his thiit the best he could, and exposed to tbe open 
air those buttocks which were none of the smalleet. 
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which was, that he thont^t he eouJd not ease hiBuelf 
withoat making some noise; to he set his teeth close, 
and squeezed up bis sboulden, and held his breath 
as much as possibly he could. But, notwithstanding

done, but he rehered his nose by takuig it between 
hie fingers, and, with a kind of snuffiing tone, said : 
hlethlus, Sancho, you are in great bodily fear. I am 
so, Said Sancho ; but wherein does your worship per- 
ceiee it now more than ever T In that you smell 
stronger than eeer. and not of ambrrgns, answered 
Don Quixote. That may eeiy weil be, said Sancho, 
but your worship alone is in fault, for carrying me 
about at tbrse unscasoosUe hours, and into these 
unfreqnented places. Get three or four steps off. 
friend, said Don Quixote (all tbu without taking 
his fingers from his noetnlsX and henceforward be 
more careful of your own petstm, and of wbat you 
owe to mine ; my oyennueb lamihanly with you 
has bred contempt. 1 will lay a wager, replied Sancho, 
you think I bare been doing tomething with my 

f erson that I ought not. He more you ttir it. friend 
ancho, the worse it will sayoiir, answered Don Quixote. 

In these and the like dialogues the master ind 
man passed the night. But Sancho. perceiring 
that at length the monfag was coming on. with 
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ancli taution ontiwi Rosaaote. and tied up his 
breeches Rosmante, finding him«elf at liberty, 
though naturally he seas not OTer-mettlesome. aeemed 
to feel himself ahve, and began to paw the ground , 
but as for curvetting (b^ging his pardon) he knew 
not what it was Don Qaisote. perceiving that Rosi- 
nante began to bestir him<eU. took it for a good omen, 
and beUeved it signified he should forthwith attempt 
that fearful adventure. By this time tbs davm 
appeared, and everything brag distinctly Been, Don 
Quixote perceived he was got among some tall chestnut* 
treea, wmch afforded a gloomy ahade ■ hs perceived 
also that the atnkmg did not cease ; but he could not 
Bee what caused it. So without further delay, he made 
Roainante feel the spur. and. tuning again to take 
leave of Sancho. commaDded him to wait there for him 
three days at the farthest, as he had tatd belore, and 
that, if be did not return by that time, be might con* 
elude for certain it was Cm's will be ahould end hit 
days in that penlous edvenuire. He again repeated 
the embaaay and message he wee to carry to hu lady 
Dulcbea ; and as to sibat eonceraed the reward of 
his eervice, ba need be in no pain, (or be bad made hit 
will before be left bie village, wberein be would find 
himself patified as to his wegvs. to proportson to the 
time be bad aerved , but. if Cod should bring bus of! 
tafe and aound from that danger, he might reckon 
bunselfinfalhblyaccure of the promised lalandL Sancho 
wept afresh at hearing again the moiung expressions 
of his good Disater, end ivsolved not to leave him till 
the last moment and end o( this basmess. The author 
of this history gathers from the tears, ana this ao 
honourable a resolution of Sancho Panaa'a. that he 
must have been well been, and at least an Old Chnslian*. 
This tender concern somewhat softened bis master, 
but not so much as to make him discover anv weakness ;

They ha>t gene ats'Bt a hurwlnd 
yard* further, when, at doubling a {«<iiil, the very 
cause (for It could be no other) <d that Ik rriMo and 
dreadful oour, whi<h bed beki them ah night in 
such suspense »rul fear, appeernl plain, snd rijamed to 
si-^.

from splittmg with laughter. Four times be ceased, 
and lour times he returned to hia laughter with the 
same impetogsity as at firat. tVheceat Don Quixote 
gare hnnseif to the derU, espectsUy when he heard 
him tay, by way of irony-. "You must know, fnend 
Sanchoi that I was bom by the will of heaven, in this 
our age of iron, to rente in it the golden, or that of 
gold.

Come 
hither, merry Sir, what think you f suppose these 
miil-hstamen had been some periloua adventure, 
have 1 not showed tho courage requisite to undertake 
and achieve it T Am X. think you, obliged, being 
a knight as I am, to dietiaguieh sounds, and know 
which are, or aie not, d a tuttmg-naU t Besides, 
it may bo (as it really isj, that I never saw any fullmg- 
miUa m my Lfe, aa thou baat. hk« a pitiful rustic as 
thou art, having been bom and bred amongst them. 
But let these sis fullmg-bammeia be transformed 
into six giants, and lei them heard me one by one.

since the noise of (he hammers of a fuUiog-miU were 
sufficient to disturb and diacomposa the heart of so 
vatoroua a knight as your worehip. But you may 
depend upon it, that from henceforward I shall net 
open my bps to make many with your worship's 
matters, but shall honour you aa my master and 
natural lord. By so dmog. repUed Don Quixote, your

he did, seeing it to be the purest gold, has melted down 
the one ball for lucre's sake, and of the other half 
made thin, which, as yon say, does look like a barber’s 
basin : but, be it vbat it mil. to me. who knows it. 
Its transformation signifies nothing : for 1 will get it 
put to rights in the first town where there u a smith, 
and m such sort, that even that, which the god of 
smiths made and forged for the g^ of battles shall 
not surpass, nor equal it : m the meantime, I will wear 
It as I can ; for something is better than nothing ; and 
the rather, tmee it will be more than sufficient to 
defend me from stonea. It wUl so, said Sancho. if 
they do not throw Ibcia with sbngs, as they did m 
the battle of the two enoies. when they crossed your 
worship's chops, and broke the cruse, in which was 
eoatamed that oest hleased dricneh wbeh made zse 
TOBut up my nts. i sq ib do great for baring 
lost It, lor you wow, Ssmebo, said Don Quixote, I bare 
the receipt ^ heart.

Cto Hisixt Bev Exgcu, the Arabian and Han- 
chrgaa author, rrlatea, m thia moat Krare. loft;, 
accuratr, delightful, aind ingenious history, tbit, 
preaently after tboae thacounrs which paaaed between 
the famous Don Quixote de U Mancha and Sancbo 
Panta hu aouire, aa they are related at the end of tbs 
foregoing chapter. Don Quisete lifted up bis eyes, 
sad taw eoauig on, in tbs sans road, about a dozen 
nen on foot, tirung bits beads m a row. by the neehs, 
in a great iron chain, and all handcuffed.

liy tint the Cham of pallcyalarea were come op. 
and Don Quixote, in moat c^rtcoua terms, dcair^ 
of the guari that they arooid be pleased to fafoRo 
and tell him the cause or rawwa why they conducted 
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those penons in that muiner. One of the gnaide on 
boneback Muwered, that thej were darrs ^longing 
to hie majestj, and goino to the galleys, which was 
all he oouJd aay, or the other need luioir of the aattrr, 
For all that, repbed Z>cn Quixote, I should be glad 
to know frotn each of them in particular the cause of 
his misfortune. To these he added lurh other courteous

I have 
heard aav, *\Vho sings m gnef, procures relief'. 
This is the very reverse, said the slave ; for here, 
be who sings once, weepe all his Lie after. I do not 
understand tbst, said Dm Quixote One of the guards 
said to him ; Senw cavalier, to sing in an agony, 
means, in the cant of theae rogues, to confess upon the 
rack. This oSender was put to the tortnie, and con- 
fessed his crime, vhich was that of being a guotrero, 
that IS, a stealer of catUe; and, because be ct^essed, 
he ia sentenced lot six yean to the galleye. besides 
two hundred lashes he naa already received on the 
shouiden. And be is always ao pensive and sad. 
because the rest of the toguea, both those behind, and 
those before, abuse, vilify, flout, and despise him lot 
eoafeesiDg, and not havmg the courage to say Ko:

and repeated with so much good humour, wit, and 
freedom s but the time may come when this fault 
may be amended, and the reparation may be made, 
as soon as ever yon mil he pleaeed. Sir, to come with 
me to our town ; where 1 can funwb you with more 
than three huodeed books, that are the dehgbt of my 
sou], and the entectaioment of my h/e : though, 
upon second tboughU. I base not one of them left, 
thanka to the malice of wicked and envious enchanters. 
Pardon me. Sir, the haringgiveo you this ioterrupUon, 
oonUaty to what I ptoiu^ ; but, when I bear of 
matters of chiralrr and knights-errant, I can as well 
forbear talking of fhem. as the beams of the sun can 
cease to give heat, or those of the moon to moisten. 
So that, prey excuse me. and go cm ; for that u of 
most importance to us at present. 

While Hon Quixote was es^g all this. Cardenio 
bung down his head upon lus bnaat, with all the 
signs of being profoundly thoughtful ; and though 
Don Quixote twice dcMied him to continue his story, 
be neither lifted up tus head, nor answered a wor^ 
But after some time, he raised it, and said : I cannot 
get it out of my mmd. nor can any one persuade me 
to the contrary, and be moat be a blockhead who 
understands or belieres othetwise, but that that great 
Viliam master Elisabat lay with Queen Madiaima*. 
It is faUe, I swear, answered Don Quixote, in great

that It tumbled him down backward^. Sancho Tansa, 
seeing hia master handled in this manner, attacked 
the madman with his clenched fist i and lbs lUggvd 
Kught received him in such sort, thst with one blow 
be laid him along at bis feet} and pmently. getting 
upon him, be pounded bis nba, much to his ova 
heart's content. The goatherd, who enih-arDared to 
de/endhuxv/sm/hJiisfwSteru siod vhrnhsiisdheatrn 
and thraehnl them all, be left them, and very quietly 
marched oS to tus haunts amidst rucks, banebo 
got up in a rage, to find himself so roughly haodkd, 
and so anJetenedlf wiChah and was toe taking his 
revenge on the goaLberd, telluig him he was in fault 
for not having given them warning, that this man 
had his mad fits j for had they known as much, they 
should bare Leva aware, sad upon their guard. The 
goatherd answered, that he had already given them 
notice of It. and that, if he bad not heard it, the fault 
was none of hii. liaiKbo Pttuo replied, and the 1^**

True, 
said Don Quixote ; but 1 know that he u not to blame 
for what haa happened. Herewith be pacified them . 
and Don Quixotie inouired again of the goatherd, 
whether it were poeaifale to find out Cardemo ; for he 
bad a mighty deaire to lean the end of hu story- The 
eeatheid told him, aa atfiiat, that he did pot certainly 
uow hif hannta ; but that, if ha walked thereabout! 
pretty much, he would not fail to meet him, either 
in or out of hi! taosea.

Ibe bMber aAsvtred. that, without bis 
instructiona, be would uoderlabe to manage that 
point to a tittle. Ue srould not pot on tbe dres 
until tbep Came near to tbe place wnere Don Quixote 
was; and so be folded up ^ i^bth aod tbs pneet 
^adjusted bis beard, aod on ^ev went. Saaebo Fanes 
bemg tbeir guide ; wiua oa tbe wsj, recounted (a 
tbea wbat bed happened in relsitioa to tbe cnsdinsa 
tber met in the monntain: but said not a word of 
dnilaig tbe portmuteau. and wbst was in it( for.

to heu the evHvt of nhaV he partly hnev> already ; 
only he said 1 What I Usdam. it your nssie Dorothea T 
1 have heard of ooe of the same name. «bc 4 e iaisfor> 
tunes very much resemble youn. But proceed , 
for some tuns or other I may tell yoo things tbst vill 
easily move yout v>ondet aM compassion Dorothea 
took notice of Cordenio’s uordt, and of bis strsngs 
and tattered drees ; and dewred bim. if he knew any- 
thbg of her adaics, to ted it presenOy ; for. d fortune 
bad left her anything that irasgood.it ivai the eoursgs 
she had to bear any msasU* nbatever that might befall 
her, secure m this, tbst none could possibly bippen. 
that could IB the least add to those sbe already endured. 
Madam, replied Cardeoio, I vrouM not be the means 
of destroyme that conrage 10 you, by (elhog you shat 
1 think, if v-hat 1 imsg jie sboM ht true -. and hitherto 
there is no opportunity lost, nor is it of any importance 
that yon should knov it as yet. Be that as it «ill, 
snawered Dorothea; 1 go on mth my story, Don 
Pemando, taUng the unego that stood m the room, 
and ptacing it for a vntnesB of out espousals, vdth all 
the Bolemnity of vowe and oaths, gave me hia word 
to be my husband ; altbou^ I warned him, before 
be had done, to consider wd! what he was about, 
and the uncssineea it must needs give his father, to 
sea him tnamed to a farmee'e dau^ter, and bis own 
vassal ; and therefore be ought to beware, lest my 
beauty, such ae it waa, should Uind bim, since that 
would not be a sufficient excuse for bis fault ; and if 
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&Ueel«d s&inU, uvd UDpi«cU«l l tbouuod curset 
on liunseU. ii he IuImI id w periormance of bis pro- 
mise.

at what had passed: and either 1 hod no heart, or 1 
(oegot to cbvie my maid for tbe treacliery she had 
been guilty of in oonvrying Don Fernando into my 
chamber: for, indeed. I bad not yet determined with 
mj-scif, whether what bad befallui ms waa to my 
good or barm, I told Don Fetnendo, at parting, he 
might, if he pJeaeed, aiscs I was now his Own, sea me 
on other nights by Uie same mediod he had now taken,

person wiU go vith me. whiUter I will conduct you i 
and that you will promise me not to engsge lo any 
other adrenture, or comply with any oiber demanu 
wbateser, until you hare avenged me on a traitor 
who. against all right, bnmaa and divine, has usurped 
my kingdom. I repeat it. that I grant your request, 
anawered Pon Quisote ; and therefore, lady, from 
this day tacwacdtbakeafltbemdaocholytbatcuatuzbs 
you, and let your fainting hopes recover freeb force 
and BPicita : for by tbe help of God, and of my arm.

man Don Quixotede labltneba.Uie Sower and cream 
o< gentUity, the ahelter and teUef of the needy, the 
qalateascDce of knigbts-erraoti and, is eaying this 
be embraced Don Quixote by tbe Lues of bis'left leg ; 
who helag amated at what be eaw and. heard, aet 
himself to consider bun attentitely: at leugtb be 
knew him, and was surprised to tee him, and made no 
email effort to alight.

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liOtliuio quitted his, to Icillov those of Anselmo : uid 
thus their mclinstJoDS vent hand in hsnd with such 
harmon;^. that no clorh kept such exact time. An- 
selmo fell desperstetj m lore with'a beautiful young 
lady of condition in the saise city, called Camilla, 
daughter oi such good parents, and herself so good, 
that he rrsolTcd (nth the approbation of his friend 
Lothario, vithout whom be did nothing) to demand 
her of her father in marriage . which he accordingly 
did It vaa Lothario who earned the message : and 
It vss be vho concluded the match, so much to (he 
good hhing of hu frircid, that, m a little time, he found 
himself in the possession of sibat be desired, and Camilla 
so satislied with hanng obtained Anieloo for bci 
husband, that she cessed not to gite thanks to beaten, 
and to Lethirio, by whose means surb good fortsne 
bad befallen her For aoma days after the wedding, 
days usually dedicated to i^rtb, l^tbario frequeutM 
bii friend AnHlmo'a bouse as be was vonl to do, 
striTuig to honour, pleaer. and eoicrtam hin to the 
utmost of his povet: hut the nuptial season heme 
o*er, and complimenu of eonmtulation at an eno. 
Lothario began to remit (bo frequency of bis visits 
to Anselmo, thinking, as all discreet men should, 
thst one ought not to visit and frequent the bouaea 
of one's friends, when married, in the same manner 
as when (hey were bacbelora.

done It : and ainre. by the entire harmony between 
them, while both baeheloiw, they had acquit^ lo 
sw-eet a name as that of (be Two Friends, he desired 
be would not suffer eo bmourabte and so plrasmg a

Vet, oolaithttaitdmg all these adrantagea 
which niualty are sulScieot to make men lire con- 
tented, I lire tbe most uneasy and dissalisfied mao it) 
the whole srorld : henug brcs for some limo past 
hantsed and oppressed with a desuw so ttrange, and 
ao much out of the rcomon tract of other men. that 
1 wonder at mytelf. and blame and rebuke myself 
lot vt when I am alone, mdtwTounng to stifie and 
conceal it eecn from niy osns tbooghli, and jet 1 bare 
soccresM no better m my cndcarours to stifle and 
conceal it. than if 1 had made it ny business to pubhtb 
it to all the world. And euire, in ihort, it must one 
day break Out, 1 srould fain feara it lodged m the 
archires of your brraat; not doubting but that. 
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itrooijb TOOf irtrreey; ucl friendly appL'cntien to re- 
tieT0 me, 1 (hall aoon be freed from (be Tesation it 
B]«t *nd tbat, by year diligence, my joy will 
nae to u high a pitch as zny discontent has done by 
ny own folly. Z/>tbam> was in great suspense at 
Ansrlmo's diMonrse, and enable to guess at what be 
aimed by so tedions a preparation and preamble ; ud 
thonsb be rrroleed in his imagination what desire it 
eonltl be tbat gate his friend so much dutizrbance, 
hs still shot wids of the marie ; and. to be qaickly ni 
of the perplexity mto which this sns{^nss threw biis. 
he said to him, that it was doing a notonous mjoiy to 
their great friendship, to seek for roundabont ways 
to ae<)uamt him with his moat hidden tbonghts, sines 
he might depend opoo bim. either for sdrice or assist' 
aoce in what coocemed them. It is wery tme, answered 
Aascimo : and la this eontideoee I give yon to tmder- 
itaod, friend Lothario, tbat the thing which disquiets 
ne is, a desire to know whether my wife Camilla 
be as good and as perfect as I imagine her to be> 
and I cannot be tberoogbly informed of this tratb, 
but by trying her in tora a manner, that the proof 
may manifest the perfection of her goodness, as fin 
does that of golii iW it is mr opinion, my ^nd, 
that a woman is honest only so tar as she is, or is not, 
coorfed and solicited: andtoatshe atone is tesffyvhsrie 
who has not yielded to (be force of promises, presents, 
and tears, or the continoal solicitations of importnnaW 
lorers. For what thsnks, said he, to a woman f^ 
being Tirtnous, when nobody persuadea her to be 
otherwise J what mighty matter if she be reserved 
and cautions, who has no opportunity given her of 
going astray and knows SM has a husband who, 
the irat time he catches her transgressing, will be ii^ 
to take away her life 7 The woman, therefore, wo* 
is honest out of fear, or for want of opportunity, I shall 
not hold in the same degree of esteem with her who, after 
solicitation and importunity, oomes off with the crown 
of victory. So that lor tbm reasons, and for many 
more I could asaign in lopport of my opinion, my 
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desire is tbst my vlfo Camilla nuy juas (hrough tliese 
ttials, ard be puiiAed and tefioea in the fire of court- 
ship and Bohcitation, tod that by some person worthy 
of plsemg hjs desires on her: and if the comes on 
from this cooBict, as I belieTe ebe will, with the palm 
of Tietory, I shsU applaud my matchless fortune :

The next day Aoselmo vent to bis friend's houK 
in the country, telling Camilla that, during bts absence 
Lotbsrio would come to take care of bu house and dm' 
with her. and desi'nog her to treat bim as she vonh 
dohisoanpervoo. Camilla, as a discreet and rirtsoU 
woman should, was iroutded at the order her boshaiu

I bad no occatson to make uao of it , for CamiUa'a 
mtegrity is not to be ahakm things so mean aa 
presents and promiaes Be tattsHed. Ansrimo. and 
make no further tnala : and since you have safely 
passed the gulf of those doubts and suspicions we 
are apt to entertain of women, do not again expose 
yourself on the deep sea of new diai]Oiets, nor make 
a tresh trial, with another pilot, of tba goodness and 
strength of the veassl. wbieb heaven baa allotted you 
for yonx passage tbroogb the ocean of tVi» wond; 
but make aceount. that you ate smved safe m port . 
aud teenre yourself with the aaebor of settons eonsi- 
deration, and he by. until you are required to pay that 
duty from which no human raok le exempted 
Anselmo was eatliely aatiaAed with Lotbario’a 
words, and beliared then a* if they bad been delivered 
by some oracle. Nevertbeleaa. be desired bm not to

Chat the 
generoue heart of Don Feroando, being nourished 
with noble blood, wee softened, and suffered itself to 
be overcome "by that trulh, which, if he had had a 
mind, he could not have resisted i and the proof he 
gave of eurreadering huneelf, and submitting to what 
was proposed, was, to stoop down, and embrace 
Dorothea, saying to her. Rise, dear madam ; for it 
is not fit she should hoed at my feet, who is mistress 
of tay soul 1 and tl hMbeHu 1 have given no proof of 
what I say, perhaps it boa been ao otdend by heaveit, 
that by findum m you the coostaacy of yoor affection 
to me, I may blow how to esteem you as you deserve. 
\Vhat I bez of yon ie. not to leproaeh me with my 
paatunkindbebaviourandgreattieglectof you: fortbe 
very same cause and motive that Induce me to take 
you for mine influenced me to endeavour not to be

It vaa not so noth Loemda and 
Cbrdcnio. and almoet all (ha rest of the company 
present ; for they began to abed so m.tny ioai% tome 
for joy on (heir owtk aecoont, and tome on (ha ac- 
count of other*, that one artaild bare (houpht aoma 
bearv and dismal disaster bad befallen them all Creo 
Saoeoo PaitM trrpt, tbotigb be orced aftervarda, 
that, for hi* pMt, be wept only to ire (hat perothe* 
waa net, as be imagmed. the tjoeen MicooneoDa, fion 
irbom be expected aoataaylarpun. 

Tie JotaC wonder and weeping lasted for

Sancho reached Iuia hie a^arel ; and. while he 
was dresaiog, the ]wie*t gave Don Fernando and the 
rest an account of Don Quixote'a madceae, and of the 
artifice they had madewaeofto get bun from the Poor 
Rocki, to which heimagmed bimaelf baaitbed, through 
hia lady's disdain. He related also to them aJmoet all 
the adrenturea wUch&aaeho bad recounted -, at which 
they did not a little wcmder and laugh, thinking, ea 
everybody did, that it waa the strangest kind Of mad-

But 
their hardships, opposed to and compared with those 
of the vsmor, fall far Short of them, as I shall pre- 
acntly show.

will send him to visit the profound depths of Neotaae's 
bosom ; notwithatandiag all this, with an undaunted 
heart, carried on bv honour (hat inspires him. he ex- 

E oses himself as a mark to all (hrir fire, and endeaTOUia, 
y that narrow pass, to force tJa way into the enemy’s 
vessel : and what is most to bo admired is. that scarce 
is one fallen, whence be cannot ama until tbs end of 
the world, when another takes bis place; snd if hs 
also fall into the sea. which lies is wait for him libs 
aa enemy, another and another succeeds without say 
intermlasion between their deaths , an isttinrs of 
bravery and intrepidity the grcateit that is to be net 
with fi^efl the extremities of war. A blewiogenihMe 
happy ages, strsnger* to the dreadful fury of tboer 
devilish instruments of ertiliery. whose isvrator, I 
verfty believe, fs now io hell receiving iht rews/d « 
hii aiabolical iaventioo » by mrens of which It Is m 
the power of a cowardly and base hand to lake awty 
the life of the bravest cavalier, and to which is owiSK* 
that without knowing bow, or from whence, in tbs 
miifat of that resofutioR end brevfry, which Inlismes 
and animates gallant spirits, comes a chance balk ahol 
0(1 by one. who, perhaps, fled and wsa frightC'I •* tbs 
Very flash in the pan. and in an instant cuts short aral 
puta an end to tlis thoughts and Ide of hist *00 
deserved to have li ve«l for many ages. And. ibarvfvre. 
when I consider this, 1 cuuM alrjrwt say. f repent of 
having undertaken this profceaion of knight-errantry, 
in so detest aUe as s^e as this in which ws bvsf 
though no danger cau da mt roe. atili it gives mssoti* 
c'-oerm, to think Chat rowdcf and ImwI may chance t® 
deprive me of th* cpportniuiy cf beco*nin| fitooos 
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led renonned, by tb« Talonr of my Arm and edge of 
my evoril, oTet tbe (&«« of the vhole earth. But 
heaven's nil! be done ' I hATe this sMiefaction. that I 
ebaJI acquire so much the Renter fame, if I succeed, 
by bow much the perils, to nhich I expose myself, are 
greater chen those, to which ibekoights-crranl of past 
ages were exposed. 

Don Quixote made this loog barangun while the 
rest were eaiiug, forgetting to reach a bit to his mouth, 
though Sanebo Paoxa ever and aoon desired him to 
mind hia Tictuals, teDiog him. he wonid hare time 
enough efterwanis (o tall: as much as be pleased 
Those who heard him were moved with fresh com- 
passion, to sea a ntao. who to everybody's tbinlung 
had so good an undentaadme. and could talk so weVi 
upon every other subject, so egregiouily iramt it, 
whenever the diecouxte happened vo turn uyon hia 
uatuaky and cursed cbivaliy. The pnest told ba, 
there wu great reason in all he bad eatd in favour of 
arms, and that be, though a scholar and a graduate, 
was of bis opioloQ. 

The coUaCion belog over, and the cloth taken away, 
while the hostess, her daoghter. tod Mariiomea wars 
prapating the chatober where Don Quixote do la 
'lanchalaT, In which it was ordered that the ladies 
should be lodged by (hrinselvea that night, Don Fer- 
nando desired the stranger to relata to them the history 
of his life, since it conU not but be extraordinary and 
entertaining, if they might judge by bia commg in 
company with Zoraida. To which the stranger an- 
swered, that he would very wiUingly do what they 
desired, and that ho oidy (eared tha story would not 
prove such as might uotd them the pleasure be 
wished; however, ratbertboanot comply with theit 
request, bo would relate it. The priest and all the 
rest ifaankcd him, and entreated bun to begm And 
be. finding himself conrted by so many, said ; There 
IS DO need of entreaties, gentlemen, where you msv 
command ; and tbereiore. pray be attentive, and ycii 
will bear a true story, not to m equalled, perhaps, by 
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tliink that 1 do not Iovbtoo, it is sufficient that I »m 
not master enough o( mjsclf to forbear dissipating 
your inheritance. But. that from henceforth you may 
see, that I love you like fe father, and bare DO mind 
to rum you bhe a atep-tather, I dengn to do a thing 
by you. which I have had us my thoughts this good 
trhile, and weighed with mature deliberation.

But 
when each bss the share that belongs to him in bis 
own pewsr, 1 weiOd have him follow ous o! thsas 
wsyi I tbaU propose. We bave a proverb here In 
Spain, in my opinion a very true one, ta most pin- 
vetbs arc, being short seatencea drawn from long sAd 
wise szpensnes ; and it i« tbia : ' tbe chorcb, the sea, 
or tbe court ' t aa it one abould say more plainly . 
whoever would tbitve and ba nch, let bim either get 
into the churA, « go to aea and exercise the art of 
merchandising, ot serve tbe king in bis court : for it 
U a saying, tost, ' the kin^s Mt is better than the 
lord's bounty ’. I say this, becauas it is my will, that 
one of you follow letteis, another merchandise, and 
the thlid serve ths king inbis wars , for it is difficult 
to get idmiasiou into bis bouaebold i and, though the 
wars do not procure e mis much wealth, they usually 
procure him much esteem and reputation. Within 
eight days f will give yoii each your ahare in money, 
vitbout wronging you of a farthing, aa you will lee in 
effect. Tell me now whether you will follow nty 
opinionacdadviceiowhavlhaveproposed; andthen 
he bade me, bemg the eldest, to answer. After I had 
desired him not to part wUh what hs had, bat to 
spend whatever ha pleased, we being yonng enough 
to shift for ourselves, I conduded with assuring him 
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I would do as he desired, and take to tie anaj, there 
to eerre God and tie ki^. lly eecond brother com- 

S hed likewise, and chose to go to the Indies, tumirg 
is portion into coerebaDdiae;. The younsest, and I 
beliere the wisest, said, he would take to the church, 
end finish bis studies at Salamanca. 

As soon as we bad agreed, and chose our serersi 
professions, my father embraced us nil, and with the 
dispatch he bad promised, put bis design in execution, 
ginng to each his share, which, as 1 remember, was 
three thousand dueaU; for an uncle of ours bought 
the whole estate, and paid for it in ready money, that 
it might not be alienated from the main branch of the 
family. In one and the self-same day. we all took 
leare of our good father, and it then seeming to me 
inhoman to leare my father so old, and with so Uttiu 
to subsist on, I prevailed upon him to take two thou- 
sand ducats out of my three, the remainder being 
sufficient to ei^uip toe with what was necessary for a 
soldier. My two brothers, incited by my exsaplsi 
returned him each a thoosand ducats i so that my 
father now had four tbosuand is ready money, and 
three thousand more, nhich was (be value ef the land 
that fell to his share, and which he would not sell- 
To be short, we took our leave of him. and of our 
aforesaid uncle, not without much concern end tesn 
on all sides, they charging us to acquaint them with 
cur success, whether prosperous or adveise, as often 
as we had opportunity lie proailseti eo to do; and 
they having embraced ns, sou civen us theie tlessicc, 
one of ns took the road to Salamanca, the other lo 
Seville, and I to Alicante, where I heard of_a Genoese 
ship that loaded wool there for Genoa. It is now two 
and twenty years since I first left toy father's hen*'’, 
and in ail that time, (hough 1 have written seveni 
letters, I have had no news cither of him. or of BiJ 
brothers. As to what haa befalfro mo in the course 
of that time, I will briefly relate it. 

I embarked at Alicante, and had a good paasage t'> 
Genoa: from thence I went to Milan, where 1 fur- 
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sisbed myielf vitb arms, siid loine miliUiy finery.

1 was present at the 
death of the Coonta Egmoot and Horn I got an 
ensign’a commisaion in the company of a famous cap- 
tain ot Guadalaiara, called Diego de Urbina Am 
soon after my amTtl m Flandets, news came of the 
league contiuded between Pope Pioa V of happT 
memory, and Spam, against the common enemy, the 
ItirV, vho about the same iim* bad talren with his 
ficet the famous ialaod of Cyptua. which vaa before 
enbjeet to the Venetians ; a ead and unfortunate loss ' 
It vw Itnavu tot ccrtedn. that the moat serene Don 
John of Austria, natural brother of our good Ling 
Philip, was appointed gsneraWmnio of ibis league, and 
great preparations for var irere everywhere talked of. 

which incited a vehenentdetireinme to be present 
fn the battle that was expected i and though I had 
ressoB to believe, and bad tone promises, and almost 
aasuiances, that, on the first occasion that offered, 
I should be promoted to tbe rank of a esptam, I 
leaoived lo quit alU and go. aa I did. into Italy. And 
my good fortune would bate it. that Don John of 
Aostna was just then come to Genoa, and was going 
to Naples to join the Veoetian deet, ae he afterwards 
did at Messina. In short, I was present at that 
glorious action, bemg already made a captain of foot, 
to which honourable poet 1 wea advanced, rather by 
my good fortune, thui ^ my deserts But that day 
which was so fortunate to Qinstendom (for all nations 
were then undeceived of their enor in believmg that 
the Turks were invincible lea) ; on that day, I 
say, in which the Ottoman pride and haughtmess 
were bioken i among so many happy persons as there 
* Cervantes serred as a pnvate a t’rbioa’a company, 
wtuch (ortned part e( Dicgndeilescada'srtgimeut. 
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were (for sore the Christians, who died there, hid 
better fortune than the sarriron and conquerors), 
I alone remained UAfortnaate, since, instead of, wbiC 
1 loij'bt hare expected had it been ia the time* ol 
the Romans, some naval crown. I found mjself, the 
zugbt following that famous daj, with chains on 107 
feet, and manacles on hands. \Vhich happened 
thus : 

Ucbali >. lung of Algiers, a bold and successful eor* 
aair, having boarded and taken the eaptaio-gaUe7 of 
Malta, three knights only bemg left ahve in ner. and 
those deeperatelj wounded ; the eaptain-gsUe/ of 
John Andrea Dona * came up to her relief, on t^rd 
of which I was with mj eompsny ; and, doing 
duty upon this occasion, I leaped into tbs enemy > 
galley, which, gettmg oil anddenly from ours, my 
soldiers could follow mo; tad to J was left aloes 
among my enemies, whom 1 coold not resist, being to 
many : in short, I was earned off prisoner, and lotsly 
wounded. And, as you must hare heard, gencleinee, 
that Ucbali escaped with bis whole squadron, by Ihsi 
means I remained a captive in bis power, bebg the 
only sad person, when so maor were joyful ; and a 
slave, when so many were freed 1 for fifteen ihocsscd 
ChristisDS, who were at the oar in tbe 'Dirklsh filley*' 
did that day recover their Jong-wisfaed-foe liberty. 
They carrieu me to Coostantioople. where the Grind 
Sefior Selim made my mister KrnersJ of tbs sea, Ut 
having done his duty in the fight, and baring hrMgbt 
03 , It a proof of hu rtlour, the flag of the Order ci 
llalti. The year following, which wss seveniy*^^

Ibanogueca, 
a cavalier of Valencia, and w famous soldier, aur* 
rendered opoo terms, They took prisoner Don Pedro 
Purrtocanero, generslof (tbel Ooleta, whodid all that 
waa possible for tho defence or his fortress, and took the 
loss of it so much to heart, that be died for grief on 
the wav to Conatanti»0|4e, whither they were carrying 
him prisoner. They took also the commander of the 
fort, called Gahno Cerbelkm. a Uilaneae gentlemao, 
a great engineer and a moat valiant soldier. Several 
persons of datinotiOD lost then lives m these two 
gaiTUona ; among whom waa fagsno Bona, knigbc 
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©( a gentltmaa of great generoeity, aa appearo 
by hiS exceeding hbetalitr to hia brother, the faaou 
John Andrea Dona: aoa what made hia death thi 
more lamesSed ■’aa, hia dying by tie haada oC aom< 
Afnean Arabs, «ho, opoo teeing that the fort wu 
lost, o&ered to roarey him, diagaiaed aa a Moor, to 
Tabarca, a amall baTm or aettlemeat. which the 
Gepoeae hare on that eoaat for the coral. These 
Arabs ent oB hie head, and earned it to the general 
of the Turkish fleet, who made gocd upon them oar 
CaatiLan proreib, that. * though we lore the treMco. 
we bate the traitor ' ; for it is taid. the general ordered, 
that those, who hroagbt him the weseot, should he 
instantly bangrd, beeanse they bad not brooght him 
alira Acooog the Clinstla&s who were taken in the 
fort was one Dos Pedro de Agnilar. a natire of some 
towa 10 Andaloaia. who bad been an ensign in the 
garrison, a good aoldier, and a man of rseelJeot parts ; 
ID particular, he had a happy talent in poetty*- I 
mention this, becaose bis fortsae brought him io ^ 
alare to ths same patrmi with me. aod we lerred in

f arted from that port, thia cavalier made two sonnets, 
y way of epitaph, oiieapoii(theJGoleta, and the other 
upon the fort. And indeed 1 bare a mind to repeat 
them : for 1 hare them by heart, and 1 beliere they

And »o great waa his 
ealont, that, scithont mtiig hy thoaa baaa melhoda by 
which the miniona of the Grand Seflor usually nae, 
he came to be king of Algios, and afterwarda general 
of the aea, which la the third eommand in that empire. 
Tie waa bom in Calabna, and was a good moral man, 
and treated hia alarea with great humanity. He had 
three thousand of them, and ih^ were divided after 
hia death, as ho had ordered by hu last will, one half 
to the Grand SeBor, who la ereiy man's heir m part, 
sharing equally with the childreB of the deceaaed, and 
the other among hia ttoegadoe* t fell to the lot of 
a Venetian renegado, who, hariflg been cabin-bov in 
a ship, waa taken by Uchab, and was so belorea by 
him, ^at ho became cm* t£ hi* moet farounte bey*. 
He was one of the cmeUeet renegadoe* that ever was 
sees; his name vu Atanaga’. He grew re^ neb, 
and became king of Alper*; and wtih him 1 came 
ftocn Cntutaatmople. a little comforted by bemg so 
near Spain i not that 1 intended to wnie an aoeount 
to anybody ot my ualortunaie eircomstaneea. but in 
hopes fortune would he mote faroiuahle to me in 
Alpen than it had been fu Omalantmople, where I 
had tned a thousaod ways of making mr escape, but 
none tightly timed nor auccewdui; amt in Algien 1 
purposM to try other meaoa of compaasing what I 
desired : for the hope of recovering my liberty never 
entirely abandoned me v andwhenererwhatldeTised, 
contrived, and put in eieoutlon, did not answer my 
design. I presently, without desponding, searcbed out 
and fom^ to myself fre^ hopes toiusuin me, though 
they were ahgbt and iDCOtaattoabLa. 

'tbua I made a ihift to aupport hie, shut up in a 
prison or house, which the Turka call a hath, where 
they keep tbeir Chnetun captivea locked up, a* well 
those who belong to the kinc aa some of those be-

I hurried him ashore, 
and from, theoee he continued bis execrations and 
wailings, prayiog to Usbooet that be would beeaecb 
God to deatroy, cOBtound. and make an end of uas 
and whan, baiog under sail, we could no longer bear 
bia words. *e saw his actiona: which were, tearing 
bi* beard, plneking oil bit hair, and rolling himself 
on the ground i and once be raised bit voice so high, 
that we could bear bun aay: Come back, beloved 
daughter, come beck to shore . for ! foreve thee all ;

All^ well knows, that 1 tonid do no otherwise 
than I hare done, and that these Christians are not 
indebted to me for any particular goodwill to them, 
since, though 1 bed bad no Biad lo hare gone with 
them, but rather to bare atared at home, it was im- 
postible ; for my mmd would not let me be at rest, 
until I pcrforjnra Uiu work, which to me aecoie ae 
good, as you, my dearest lather, thnik it bad. Tbie 
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ve could see, Deithec bsUtstitei, noi person, nor path, 
nor road, could ire diseoTcr at all. HoireTer we 
determined to go farther into the country, ttunkmg it 
imposaibla but we must sooq sea somebody, to uilonn 
ns where we were. But what troubled me most, was 
to see Zoraida trarel on foot through those craggy 
places ; for, though I sometimes took her on my 
shoulders, my wesrmess fatigued her more than her 
owu testing teUeied best and therefore aba would 
nob suffer me to take that pains any mores and so 
went on with very great patience and signs of joy. I 
still leading her hy the band. 

We bad gone m this manner somewhat leas than e 
quarter of a league, when the sound of a bttle bell 
reached our ears, a certem mgoal that some flocks 
wera near us i and all of ns looking out attentively to 
see whether anv appeared, we ^covered a young 
ah^berd at the fool of acotk-lr«e, in great tranquillity 
and repose, thapmg aatick withes uofe. WeeaUsd 
out to him, and he lifted op bia bead, got up nimbly 
on hli feet i and. as we cane to understand alierwarda, 
the first, who preeented tbemaelTsa to kis aigbt, heme 
the renegade and Zoraida, ba seeing them in Mooiuh 
haUla, thought all the btom m Carbary were upon 
him ; and mskiog towards tbe wood before him with 
incredible speed, be cned cut as loud as ever be could. 
Moors I the Moors are landed: Moors I Moors! arm, 
arm I We, hearing Ibis outcry, were confounded, 
aoAhnew not what to Ac : Vift. cunaidenng that the 
abepherd'a outcries must needs alarm tbe country, and 
that tbe mihda oi the coast would presently come to 
tee what was the matter, we sgreni. that the renegsdo 
should strip off bis Torkiab habit, and put on a jerkin 
or slave's cauoch. which cmeot us immediately gave 
him. though he who teot it remained only in bu shirt 
and breezes. And so. recommendmg ourselrea to 
God, we went on. the same srsy sie saw the shepherd 
take, expecting every moment when the coastguard 
would M upon us : nOr were sre deceived in our 
apprehension ; for, in leae than two hours, as we came 
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beud tbe ot oai eonuag bcpm acme atbo 

neat belore. The; didoot come to lea captjvea freed, 
or Moora made elaTce ; Im; the people oi that coaat 
are eccuatomrd lo aee both the one end the other: 
but they came to gate 4t the beenty of Zoraida. which 
wae at that time ra tw fuU perlectiori i for what 
with the fatigue of walking, and the ]oy of being in 
Chrietendom. without the fear of being loet, euch 
coloura ahowed tbemaelcea in her face, that if my 
aSection did not then deceita me. I will rentute to 
eay. there never waa in the world • more beautiful 
cieatiue, at leaat nottatbat Ihadevet aeen. 

We went directly to the church, to give God (hanlu 
lor the AtTcy we cad teteivtd, and Aozaidai at dm 
entering, iiia there were facee there veiy libe that 
ol Xiela Marten. We void her they were picturea ot 
her. and the tenegado explamed to her Uie best he 
could what they aignlhed. that she ought adore them, 

C .t as if every one of them were really that eery 
la Uanen. who had epoLe to her She. who hoa 
good sense, and a clear aod ready apvrebntiicei, pre. 
sently uodcniood wbat was tM her coaceming 
the imsaea. After thw they earned us, and lodged 
ns in diderent house* of the town . but the Christian, 
who came with us, look the reaegado, Zoraida, ami 
me, to the bouse of bis parents, who were m pretty 
go^ circumMaacca. atkd Ueated u* with aa muen 
kindneea aa they did their own eon. Wa stayed m 
Velei SIS days, at the end o( which the Tenegado. 
having infonued himself of wbat was proper for him 
to do, repaired to the nty o( Cranada, Ihero to be 
readmitted by oiesms of (be Koly iaquisiljon. into 
the bosom oi our holy mother the eborch. The rest 
of the freed captives went every one which way he 

e (Seed I aa ior Zoraida aod mytell, we remained 
hind, with those crowna only which the courtesy 
oi the Frenchman had beatowed on ZewahJa; will) 

K of which I bought thia beast ahe ndcs on ; and 
rrto 1 have aervrd her aa a father avd gnatlcmaa 
nahcf, aod not as a hnsbaod. Ws are going with A 
n.0. I Q 
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licgin igain. And> upon sajing tlua, Cardcoio asd 
the reB( of the company ofiered turn aU Uie (ertice in 
their poirec, vith such expreanetia of kindness and 
ameenty, that the captain aria estceacly veil aatisfied 
of their goodwill. Dm Fernando in particular 
o9ered him, that, i! be would return with him. he 
would pceTad with the laarqueaa bia brother, to stand 
godfather at Zoraida’a baptcun. and that, for his own 
part, he would aeeommodate him m auch a manner, 
that he might appeer m tus own eonnfiy with the 
dignity and distinctios due to hia person. The cap- 
tiTe thanked him moat conrleoneTy. hut would not 
accept of any of hia geoeroos offers. 

By thia tune night waa coma on ; and, abont doak, 
a coach ameed at the mo. with aome men on horse- 
back. They uked for a lodgoig- The hoatesa 
answered, tnere was not an ucb of room in the whole 
nn, hut what was taken up. Tbongh it he so, said 
one of the men on horseback, there must be roan 
made for my lord judge here in tbe coach. At this 
name tbe hoatete was UcaiUed. and taidi Sir, the 
truth is, I biee BO bed: bat if b!a worship my lord 
judge brings one with him. as I believe be must, let 
Dim enter in God's name: for 1 and my husband will 
quit our own chamber to accommodate his honour. 
Then let It be so, ^uoth the equire. But by this tuna 
there hsd already alighted out of the coach a man, 
who by bis garb presently discovered the office and 
dj^ty he bore: for the Icmg gcwn and tucked-up 
sleeves he bad on showed him to be a judge, as his 
servant had said, lie led by tbe hand a young lady, 
seemingly about sixteen yeata oC age. in • nding 
deeas. ao genteel, so beaalifot. and to gay. that her 
presence atruck them sU with admiration, insomuch 
that, had they not aeen l>arcrthea, Luem^ and 
Zoraida, who were in Uie ina. they would have b&< 
lieved that such another hesntiiul damsel could baldly 
have been found. Don Quixote waa present: at the 
coming in of tbe judge and the young lady ; and ao, 
as Boon as he taw him, he said t .j Voiu vroc^p may 
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The eapti»e, who, irom the Tery moment he saw 
the jadge. felt hie heart beat, and had a nspicion that 
this gentleman was hia brother, ashed one o( the ser- 
▼anta that came with him. whM his name might be, 
and i{ he knew what eotmtiy be was of ? The eerrant 
answered, that he was called the Licentiate John Perez 
de Viedma. and that he had heard aay, be waa bom m 
a town in the mountains of Leon. \\ ifh this account, 
and with what he had aeen, be was entirely coohnoed 
in the opinion that this was that brother of his. who, 
by advice of hia father, had applied bimaetf to team- 
tog: and overjoyed and pl«aa«id hetewtth, he called 
aside Don Pemando. Cardeoio. and the pneat, and 
told them what had passed, aaannng (hem that the 

t idga waa his brother. The aemnt bad also told 
>m, that he waa going to the Indies m qnahty of 
I’dge of the courts of Jlexico- He onderitood also 
that the young lady waa bia dauebier, and that her 
Bother died in childbed of her. and that the judge wu 
wome very neb br her dowry, which came to bin 
by hia haring thii child by her. He aiked their adnee, 
*hat way ba should tahe to discover biitiaalf, 
bow he should first know, whether, after the discoTery. 
bit farotber, leehiR Kim ao pcot, would be ashamed to 
fwn him, or would rrceire him with bowels of aflec- 
ben. Leave it to me to make the erpenmeDl. sud 
Iba priest, and the rather, because there is no reason 
to doubt, seiior captain. Imt that you will be very well 
trwivedi for the worth and prudence, which appear 
B yonr brother's looks, give no signs of hia beiog 
jrrogant or wilfully forgeUaL or of bis not knowing 
bow to make due aBowances for the accidents of lor- 
haie. Nevertheless, said the captain, I would fain 
Bake myself known to him by tome roundabout way, 
tnd not suddenly and at miawares. I trll yon. an- 
gered the pnest, I wUl manage it after aueb a manner, 
‘bat ail parlies tball be eatisScd. 

By this time aupper was ready, and they all sat 
down at table, excepting the capliTe, and tbe ladies, 
wbo topped by themselves id their chamber. In the 
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midirt of nippep, the priest Mid : My lord jodge, I bad 
s comrsde of yoor asato m Constaatinople, where 
J WM » f]*Te*tjnieyejM»; which comrade »« one of 
the brerest soldiers sod esptsins in sU the Spaaish 
infantry : bnt u emfononste u he was resolate aiui 
brave, ilnd pray, air, what was this captain's eame ! 
said the jndge. lie was called, answered the priest, 
Ray reres de Viedma. and be was bom m a village b 
the moantains of Leon, fie related to me a circan* 
stance, which happened between his father, himself, 
and hia two brethr^ which, had it coma from a per* 
aoQ of teas veracity than himself. I should have taken 
for a tale, each as old women tell a frenifa m 
winter. For he told me. his father sad divided his 
estate equally between himself and his three sons, 
and had gireo them eeruia precepts better thsa thces 
of Cato. Md I can ssswe yon. that the choice he 
made to follow the wans eaceveded so well, that, b a 
few year*, by his valoor and brevery, witboot other 
help than that of his mat viRne, he nee to be a cap* 
tain of foot, and eaw lufflaelf in the road of becoaimg 
a colonel very eoon. But fortone proved advene 5 lot 
where he might have cspecled to uve her favour, he 
lost it, together with Lis bberty. in that glorious 
action, whereby eo many recovered theirs,— I mean 
fa the battle of Lcpsnto. Mine Z loet fo ftheJCoJeta; 
and afterwards, by different adventures, we became 
comradee in Coastantioople. I>t>m thence ho ca^ 
to Algiers, where, to my knowledge, one of the strangest 
adventurea in the world befell him. The pnest then 
went on, and recounted to bim very briefly what had 
passed between his brother and Zoraid;a 
which thej’udge was eo attentive, that never aoy judge 
was more so. The prieet went no further than twt 
pomt, where the French stripped the Chrutiana that 
eaaeia thebark, and Ibeporerty eodreceesJty wherem 
his comrade and the beaatifulMoor were left: pretend- 
ing that he knew not what became of them afterward, 
whether they arrived in Spain, or were carried by the 
Ekenchmen to fVance. 
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' Tle eaptain ttood at loma dutanee, lutening to all 
^est laid, and obacrrcd all the emotiona of hia 
orolners *ho, pncairing the pneat bad ended hia 
atoiy, fetching a deep aigh. and hii ejea standing 
*ith vater, said s O air, yoa know not tow neatlT I 
W affected by the news yon tell me : so nearly that 
lam constrained to show it by these tears, which ffow 
from my eyes, in spite of all my discretion and re- 
■orrel That gallant captain yon mention is my elder 
brother, who being of a atrooger constitution, and 
of more derated thoughts, than I. or my younger 
hrother, chose the honourahle and worthy profession 
of anna t which waa one of the three ways proposed 
to 01 by our fsther, sa yoor comrads told yon. when 
you thought ha waa leumg yoo a fable, 1 applied 
tcpelf to learning, which, God’i blessing on my 
ndnstiy, has raised me to the station you see me in. 
Uy younger brother is in Pen, so neb. that, with 
*bst ha haa sent to my iathet and me. he baa made 
‘Vga amende for what be took away with him, and 
haid« haa enabled my (aibet to saulge hit natural 
diipositloa to liberality. 1 alao hare been enabled to 
tnaecute my atudies with more decorum and authority, 
I arrired at the rank to which 1 amnowadrance^ 
^ father is atiU ahre. but dying with desire to bear 
Of hia eldest son, aud begging of Cod with incessant 
prayers, that death may not doee his eyes, until be 
has once again beheld tua son alire. And 1 wander 
extremely, considering bis discretion, how, m ao many 
Voublcs and afflictions, or in hia prosperous euccesaes, 
be could neglect girtng hia father some account of 
himself j for had he, or aoy of os. known tua ease, 
he needed not to hare waitra for the miracle of the 
c&ne to have obtained bis ransom. But what at 
p^ent prea me the moat eoneem, is to think whether 
those Frenchmen hare set him at hberty, or lulled 
btm. to coDceal their robbery. This thought will 
make me continue my rc^go, not with that aatisfac* 
non I began it. but raUier with melancholy and sadness. 
U my dear brother I did I but know where you now 
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•re, I woaid go anil 6ad you, to deU rer yoo leoa foot 
troubles, thcioith at tho expente of my oin» retx**. 
Oh f who (hall earn the nc«» to onr aged fathrt that 
you are alire 1 Thoogh yeo were m th# de«peat 
dcmgFOo of Barbary. bia wgalih, ar brother’t. asd 
/aiae, would frteb you tbeaee. O betatifal asd 
bountiful Zonida ; who can repay fh« iiudness you 
have done toy brother T tHio aball be «o happy 
as to be present at yoor rejeneratjon ly baptaJB. 
and at your soplials, which veeJd gire oa ili ao such 
dchgbl ? These and (be lihe espresiotu the judge 
ottered, aa full of compassion at the nen he bid 
reecieed of bta brother, that all who heari bun bore 
bin company in detaonatrationa of a tender eonceta 
for his aorro*. 

The priest then, Sodmg be bad gaiaed hir poist 
according to the etptain’a wuh. would not hold thco 
any longer in foipcnse ; and ao. rising froa (abb. 
and 'going in where Zoraida was. be took her by the 
hand, and behind her came Uirioda. Dorothea, and 
the judge's daughter. The captain atoed aspect^ 
wbae the prieet woold do : who. taking his also by 
the other nand. with both of them togeiher went into 
the room where the judge and the rest of the eompsny 

were, and said : My lord lodge, cease your teal*, and 

Jet your wish be crowned wjtb *31 ibehappbessyou 
can desire, eiace yoo base before rone eges yoor 
good brother, and your good eister-in-law. He wbM 
you behold is Captain Viedma, asd this the beautiful 
Sloor, who did him so mo^ good. Tbe fVeoebiDea 
I told yoo of reduced them to the porrrty you sfe. to 
gire yoo an opportiuuty of abowing the liberali^ o' 

E uf generous breast The captain ran to embrace 
. brother, who set both his hands agaiust (he csp> 
tain's breast, to look at him a tittle mors anm^r: 
but, when he thoroughly knew him. ho embrieed hia 
to closely, iheddbg aoeb melting tern of joy. that ^ 
moat of those prasent bore bio corapany in weeping. ■ 
The words both the brother* ottered to each other, ] 
and the conceru they showed, can. I beliete, banlly 
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b» conceived, much less wntten. Nov they gave each 
other a brief account of their adventures: now they 
demonstrated the height of brotherly affection > now 
the judge embraced iSomda, oficring her all be bad 
,now he made hia daughter embrace her , now the 
beautiful Qiriatian and most beautiful itoor renewed 
the tears of all tbe compaiw. Mow Don Quixote 
stood attentive, without speaking a word, pondering 
UBpa these ttiauge events, and aacnbmg tbem all to 
chimeras of knight-errantry. Now it was sgreed that 
the captain and Zoraida should return with their 
Wotber to Seville, and aciiuamt tbeir father with bis 
being found and at hberty, that iho old man might 
^trive to be present et tbe baiM,itin and nuptials of 
Zoraida, it being laipossible for the Judge to diacoo- 
tinus hta Jourosy. haviog received news of tbs Sots's 
departure troin Seville for New Spain m a month's 
hve, tad ta it would be a great inconvenience to bim 
to late bis pasetee In fine, tbey were tU eaiuffed, 
ud Njoiced at (he captive’s eucceH ; and two parte 
(i tbe nigbt being welinigb spent, they egreeu to 
and repoaa themeelves daring tbe remainder. 
Quixote offered bit service to guard the castle, ieat 
tome pant, or other miacreatit-errant. for lucre of tbe 
treasure of beauty eoclosed there, should make some 
attempt and attack them- They who knew him. re- 
turned him tbaoks, and gave ibe iudge an account of 
ttraoge frenry, witb whicb be waa not a little 
diverted. Sancho Fanis alone was out of all patience 
at the company’s sitting up so late; and after all be 
*w better accommodated Iban any of tbem, throwing 
aimself upon the eccootremente of bis ass, which will 
bim so dear, as you absU be told by and by. 
ladies being now retired to their chamber, and 
test accommodated as weQ as tbey could. Don 
wxote sallied out of tbo inn to stand tentioel at 
the castle gate, as he bad proDiaed. 

It fell out, then, that a little before day. there 
Reached the l^iee' ears a voiea eo tuneable aod sweet, 
thatitlceced them all toBstensttecrtivrfy ; eeperially
